PRESIDENT Mohammad 
Zia-iil-Haq said yesterday 
that he sacked the govern- 
• ment of Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejo as 
it was guilty of incompetence 
and corruption which led to 
deterioration in all fields of 
Pakistani life. 

Junejo denied the allegations. 

Zia promised to take 
harth measures to end comxp- 
tion.save the economy from ban- 
kruptcy. and impose a stricter 
Islamic government. 

Addressing the nation on TV 
and radio yesterday evening. 
General Zia declared that gen- 
eral elections will be held in time 
according to the constitution and 
added the chief elec lion commis- 
sioner has been asked to take 
necessary measures in this 
regard. But he did not set any 
election day. 

Consultation 

Neither did he name a ca binet 
as had been expected. He said a 
caretaker government would be 
formed within a few days. 

Formation of a caretaker 
government was postponed for a 
' few days for consultations to 
select a suitable man for the job. 

There were speculations that 
either former Communications 
Minister Aslam Khattak of 
NVVFP or Mahmud Haroon. 
also a former minister during 
martial law regime from Sind

Saudis seen 
opposed to 
Iranian 

representation 

ANKARA. May 30, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia, which cut 
diplomatic relations with Iran in 
April, does not apparently want 
Iranian interests to be represen- 
ted in the kingdom, a Turkish 
Foreign Ministry official said 
today. 

Ministry spokesman. Inal 
Batu, said Saudi Arabia had not 
replied to T urkey’s offer to look 
after Iran's interests in Riyadh 
and had not approached any 
country to protect its interests in 
Tehran. 

“The Saudis apparently do not 
want Iranian interests in Riyadh 
and vice-versa." Batu said. 

Request 

The ministry said on May 6 
that Turkey nad accepted an 
Iranian request to look after its 
interest in Saudi Arabia and was 
awaiting Saudi approval. 

Saudi Arabia cut lies with Iran 
because of what it called hostile 
practices, including the ransack- 
ing of the Saudi embassy in 
Tehran and killing of a diplomat 
after violence between Iranian 
pilgrims and Saudi security force- 
in the holy Muslim city of Mak- 
kah last July.

dal Assemblies were a pan of the 
democratic process as he has 
neither imposed martial law nor 
enforced emergency. 

“Similarly, the constitution 
has not been suspended nor has it 
been abrogated. The press is free 
and there are no restrictions on 
political parties and their 
activities. 

“The government which ruled 
the country For more than three 
years was ineffective." Zia said. 

Zia claimed that Junejo had to 
bribe supporters and lawmakers 
with various favours, leading to 
“unprecedented corruption at all 


levels" and failure to adopt 
proper policies. 

Zia charged, that instead of 
self-reliance, Pakistan has been 
forced to depend increasingly on 
heavy domestic and external 
borrowing, as well as extensive 
defidt finandng. 

He strongly criUdsed Junejo's 
government For failing to control 
lawlessness, espedally in Pakis- 
tan's biggest dty, Karachi, and 
thus plunging the country into 
ethnic, regional and class con- 
flicts and rioting. 

Zia said he had warned Jun- 
ejo's government against wbat 
was happening in the country but 
all his pleas were ignored. 

He particularly expressed dis- 
appointment at little progress of 
Islamisation during more than 
three years of rivil government 

Priorities 

Zia put forth four priorities for 
the new government: Renewal of 
Islamisation process; inexpen- 
sive and easy justice; 
improvement of law and order 
and healthy economy. 

“The law-and-order situation 
is so bad that people spend sleep- 
less nights because of the fear of 
getting robbed, kidnapped or 
murdered," he said. 

He said he would ask the 
government to be tough with 
criminals. Special judges will 
preside over speedy trials and 
will impose stiff punishment 
quickly. 

AP adds: Although some 
politicians were cautiously 
optimistic about Zia's moves. 
Junejo was severely critical. He, 
his cabinet and the National 
Assembly had been scheduled to 


remain in office until 1990. 

“The dissolution of the 
National Assembly by the 
President of Pakistan is an action 
taken completely arbitrarily and 
solely on his own,” Junejo told a 
news conference. "The action is 
against the fundamentals of the 
democratic process which com- 
menced with the holding of the 
1985 elections.” 

That balloting was on a 
referendum on Islamisation of 
the country, and Zia took 
approval of the measure as back- 
ing for a five-year term as 
President. He announced recen- 
tly he might step down as Army 
chief of staff in 1990 but that he 
planned to run again for 
President. 

junejo said the president 
should have consulted the prime 
minister before dissolving the 
National Assembly and the 
cabinet. “The action was con- 
stitutional but arbitrary" he 
added. 


Junejo said his government 
had adopted policies which were 
in the national interest and had 
done nothing wrong. 

Junejo said if Zia kept his 

f iromise to hold fresh elections 
or the National Assembly 
within 90 days, as provided in the 
constitution, “we will win the 
polls with a big majority." 

Zia promised elections “on a 
political basis,” indicating ihal 
opposition parties may be all- 
owed to participate for the first 
lime since he seized power in a 
bloodless 1977 coup.

Summit moves forward on arms issues 


Reagan stresses human rights 


MOSCOW, May 30. (AP): 
President Reagan and Mikhail 
Gorbachev moved forward on 
summit arms issues today in a 
session that was eclipsed by 
Reagan's meeting with dis- 
sidents and his challenge that the 
Soviet leader usher in “a new age 
of religious freedom." 

“It's time my friend, it's time." 
the President implored the gen- 
eral secretary, quoting the pre- 
revolutionary Russian writer 
Pushkin as "he sounded the 
human rights theme in Moscow 
for the second day. 

Later, in an extraordinary 
meeting with several dozen dis- 
sidents at the US embassy gues- 
thouse, Reagan said: "I came 
here hoping to do what ) could, 
to give you strength." 

Message 

“But I already know it is you 
who have strengthened me. You 
have given me a message to carry 
back: while we press for human 
rights through diplomatic chan- 
nels. you press with your very 
lives, day in, day out, year after 
year, risking your jobs, your 
homes, your all." 

He said the United States 
“views human rights as fun- 
damental. absolutely fundamen- 
tal. to our relations with the 
Soviet Union and all nations.” 

Reagan's tone was moderate 
but the symbolism of his meet- 
ings spoke volumes. That he was 
stepping into domestic matters 
on Soviet soil rankled Gorba- 
chev aides, but at a stale dinner in 
the Kremlin the leaders were 
affable and animated. 

The summit session today 
focused on arms issues. Spokes- 


men said the leaders were likely 
to sign two secondary 
agreements and were making 
progress on a far more significant 
strategic arms accord. 

No one was predicting a 
breakthrough in the negotiations 
on a Start (Strategic Arms 
Reduction Talks) treaty for halv- 
ing the superpowers’ long-range 
missile arsenals, but there was 
movement in two of the most 
stubborn areas — involving 
mobile missiles and cruise mis- 
siles launched from warplanes. 

Disagreement 

However, the President's 
space-based defence initiative, 
known as Star Wars, remains 
under Soviet challenge and the 
US still refuses to permit Soviet 
inspection of US ships armed 
with cruise missiles. 

The arms discussions preceded 
the President’s two human rights 
events. 

Even before the first event — 
Reagan's visit to the Danliov 
Monastery — Gorbachev 
indicated his disagreement with 
Reagan’s appraisal of Soviet 
deficiencies. 

Before the dissidents, the 


President praised the recent 
surge in Jewish emigration and 
the release of 300 political 
prisoners in the three years since 
Gorbachev took the Kremlin 
helm. 

Afterward, Gennady 
Gerasimov, the Soviet spokes- 
man, described the dissidents as 
“not the best of the Soviet peo- 
ple, rather the contrary.” 

In the past, Gorbachev and 
other Soviet officials have regis- 
tered their irritation with 
Americans lecturing them about 
their internal practices. But 
Reagan committed the US to the 
freedom movement here. 

In a speech later. Gorbachev 
said the two countries should 
deal with each other “without 
sermonising or imposing one's 
views and ways, without turning 
family or personal problems into 
a pretext for confrontation bet- 
ween states.” 

“Our programme calls for 
greater democracy and open- 
ness. for greaier social justice in 
conditions of prosperity and 
high morality. Our aim is to give 
maximum freedom for people,

powerful car bomb exploded 
near an office of the main Chris- 
tian Phalange Party today and 
killed at least 20 people and 
injured more than 80, security 
and hospital sources said. 

They said a man parked the 
blue Volvo cur packed with an 
estimated 100 kg (220 pounds) of 
TNT in the Rmeil area of the 
central district of Ashrafiyeh in 
East Beirut at 1030 am (0830 
GMT). 

He fled immediately after leav- 
ing the car near a butcher's shop 
in the mixed residential and busi- 
ness neighbourhood, they said. 

Destruction 

The ensuing blast brought 
bloodshed and destruction to the 
narrow streets of Ashrafiyeh. 
which sits on a hilltop bordering 
the green line between East and 
West Beirut. 

Ambulances rushed casualties 
to hospital as black smoke bill- 
owed from the area and firemen 
battled to contain blazes in cars 
and buildings. 

The explosion, the second 
most destructive in Lebanon this 
year, wrecked four apartment 
blocks and badly damaged 
another eight, witnesses said. It 
gouged a crater two metres (six 
feet) wide and 60 centimetres 
(two feet) deep in the road. 

A photographer reported 
from the scene: “Charred corpses 
with limbs ripped off by the force 
of the explosion lay everywhere 
in pools of blood.” 

He said streets were littered 
with the mangled, scorched 
remains of about 20 cars, 
uprooted lamp posts, telephone 
cables and shattered glass. 

Warning 

Police said the booby-trapped 
car exploded about 100 metres 
from the second largest office of 
the Phalange Party and near the 
home of Joseph' A1 Hashem. 
Lebanon's Minister of Health. 
Social Welfare, Posts and Com- 
munications. 

Neither building was damaged 
and no one has yet claimed res- 
ponsibility for the blast.

They said the five included the 
seniormost Sikh priest, the head 
priest of the Akal Takht -r- the 
eternal throne or the Golden 
Temple in Amritsar, the Sikh's 
holiest shrine — who exercises 
spiritual and temporal authority 
over all Sikhs. 

The priests had been named 
earlier this year by Sikh militants 
fighting for a separate homeland 
and ihe religious leaders, mem- 
bers of a committee administer- 
ing Sikh temples, were told by the 
separatists to ratify the appoint- 
ments.

Chandigarh, said 
Harchuran Singh Delhi was 


named the new head priest io 
replace Jasbir Singh Rode, who

The priests were arrested for 
attempting to march to the Gol- 
den Temple then besieged by 
paramilitary forces fighting 
militants holed up inside the 
shrine.

Special session on disarmament

UNITED NATIONS, May 30, 
(Reuter): A special General 
Assembly session on disar- 
mament opening here on Tues- 
day is attracting an impressive 
cast oFworid leaders despite only 


to gather at UN 


modest expectations. 

Scheduled speakers during the ' 
opening phase of the four-week 
session include Afghan leader 
Najibullah. President Daniel 
Ortega of Nicaragua, Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
and President Raul Aifonsin of 
Argentina. 

More than two dozen heads of 
state or government and scores 
of foreign ministers will address 
the 159-nation assembly. 

Principles 

Most big powers will be 
represented by their foreign min- 
isters, but it has not yet been 
confirmed that Secretary of State 
George Shultz will deliver the 
main US speech. 

This is the third special assem- 
bly session focussing entirely on 
efforts to curb the global arms 
race, which costs more than SS00 


billion a year according to UN 
estimates. 

The first, in 1978. was widely 
praised, especially by Third 
World countries, for producing a 
lengthy final document setting 
out ambitious goals and princi- 
ples to guide future negotiations. 

The second session, held in 
1982 when East- West detente 
had evaporated, was a disap- 
pointment. It broke little fresh 
ground but reaffirmed the 1978 
document and launched a world- 
wide disarmament campaign. 

UN officials stress the third 
special session on disarmament is 
not a negotiating forum fordraf- 
ting specific treaties. Thai is a 
function of the Geneva con- 
ference on disarmament and 
other bodies. 

The start of the assembly will 
be overshadowed by the Moscow 
meeting between President 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev and its after- 
math. 

But the UN hopes the assem- 
bly will produce an outline for 


future multilateral accords. 

“My impression is that, over- 
whelmingly, delegates expect the 
session to be low-key — a sober 
reappraisal, with some fine- tun- 
ing," one Western ambassador 
said. 

Hopes have been raised by 
improved US-Soviet relations 
and the Intermediate-range 
Nuclear Forces (INF) agreement 
signed by Reagan and Gorba- 
chev last December. 

Apart from being the first 
accord to scrap some of the 
world’s 50.000 nuclear warheads 
— about 5 per cent — it incor- 
porates tough verification 
measures that might be emulated 
elsewhere. 

Many experts, including 
Under Secretary General Yasu- 
shi Akashi, who heads the UN 


huge non-nuclear arsenals amas- 
sed by regional powers. 

Cities have been struck by 
long-range missiles in the Gulf 
fighting and longstanding 
taboos against the use of gas have 
been violated, raising the danger 
that chemical weapons could 
become the “poor man’s nuclear 
weapons” of the future. 

New treaty 

Western countries are expec- 
ted to press for prompt comple- 
tion at the Geneva disarmament 
conference of a new treaty plug- 
ging loopholes in a 1925 
agreement intended to outlaw 
chemical warfare. 

Most of the work of the special 
session will be done in a commit- 


tee comprising representatives of 
all UN member states except 


department of disarmament 
aflairs, say there now appears to 


be a willingness to pay more 
attention to conventional arms 
and chemical weapons. 

The Iran- Iraq war and other 
conflicts have spotlighted the

Woman dies in 
Texas melee 


WASHINGTON, May 30. 
(UP1): A memorial weekend fes- 
tival in Texas, a rowdy college 
party in California and a drag 
race in Utah erupted into rock- 
and bottle-throwing melees and 
brawls that left a woman dead, at 
least a dozen people injured and 
more than 30 jailed. 

In the Houston suburb of 
Pasadena, two men were stabbed

BARCELONA, May 30. (AP): 
The moderate Nationalist Coali- 
tion Convergencie Union 
retained its majority in the 135- 
seat Catalonian regional 
parliament in Sunday's elections 
in this northeastern Spanish 
autonomous region. 

With the 98.4 per cent of the 
vote tallied today, official figures 
indicated the CIU obtained 45.8 
per cent of the vote to win 69 
seats, one more than the min- 
imum necessary to govern alone. 

The Catalonian branch of the 
Nationwide Spanish Socialists 
Party (PSC) obtained 29.6 per 
cent to win 42 seats, one more 
than in previous elections. 

The communist-oriented 
coalition Catalonian Initiative 
(IC) obtained 7.7 per cent of the 
vote and nine seats, three more 
than 1984. The conservative 
Popular Alliance fell to 5.3 per 
cent and six seats from their 
previous 1 1 seats. 

The Republican left party 
obtained 4. 1 per cent of the votes 
and six seats in the Catalonian 


parliament. 

The centrist Democratic 
Social Centre (CDS) of former 
Prime Minister Adolfo Suarez, 
running for the first time in 
Catalonian elections, obtained 
3.8 per cent of the vote and won 
three seats. 

Before the election, the social- 
ist PSC controlled the national 
parliament in Madrid and held 
majorities or governed through 
coalitions in 10 of Spain's 17 
regional parliaments. 

The campaign, characterised 
in the local and national press as 
"boring." revolved less on sub- 
stantive issues than around the 
personalities of 57-year-old 
Jordi Pujol, head of the winning 
CIU party, and his 47-year-old 
socialist rival, Raimon Obiols. 

Since 1980 Pujol has emerged 
as a moderate Catalonian 
nationalist who jousts 
periodically with the central 
government in Madrid for 
greater regional autonomy, 
guaranteed to all 17 regions by 
Spain's 1978 constitution. 


Like the other regions, 
Catalonia depends on revenues 
collected by Madrid for its bud- 


collected by Madrid for its bud- 
get- 

The Catalan language is 
spoken by about six million peo- 
ple in eastern Spain and it is the 
dual official language of the 
autonomous region together 
with Spanish. 

Since Spain returned to 
democracy in 1977, Catalonians 
have tended to vote left in 
national elections and centre or 
right in their own regional polls.

Dukakis, Jackson

NEW YORK, May 30, (AP): 
■Democratic presidential front- 
runner Michael Dukakis wooed 
New Jersey environmentalists 
during the US Memorial Day 
holiday while . Republican 
George Bush met with advisers 
to map out his November 
strategy. 

Jesse Jackson, pressing on 
with his bid for the Democratic 
Party nomination despite 
increasingly dismal odds, contin- 
ued his attacks on Sunday on the 
drug policies of the administra- 
tion of President Ronald 
Reagan. 

With the four remaining 
primary elections just over a - 
week away, the two Democrats 
spent their weekend campaign- 
ing in New Jersey, which has 109 
delegates at stake. All told, 466 
delegates are up for grabs on 
June 7 in California. New Mex- 
ico, Montana and New Jersey. 

Dukakis is within striking dis- 
tance of the 2,081 needed to 
nominate with 1,711 delegates. 
Jackson has 984 delegates. 

Dukakis, who leads Jackson in 


recent New Jersey opinion polls, 
took a boat cruise with environ- 
mentalists and attended three 
private receptions. 

Dukakis inspected polluted 
waters off AsburyPark, New Jer- 
sey, saying: “It’s pretty disgust- 
ing.” 


Cleanup 

He promised to work aggres- 
sively to direct environmental 
clean up programmes, but ackn- 
owledged that his own state’s 
efforts to clean up dirty Boston 
harbour had got off to a slow 
start 

While the candidate campaig- 
ned in New Jersey, the British 
Broadcasting Corporation telev- 
ised a taped interview with Duk- 
akis in which the Massachusetts 
Governor said the Soviet 
Union’s economic problems led 
Kremlin leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev to have another summit 
with President Ronald Reagan. 

Dukakis said Gorbachev is 
probably the first Soviet leader 
“to recognise the communism is 
a failure, at least the way it's been 
practiced in the Soviet Union.”

national assembly. 

The President’ described the 
government’s shock general elec- 
tion failure last month as an 
occasion to give parliament a 
face-lift. 

Roh's Democratic Justice 
Party (DJP) will still be the lar- 
gest single group in the chamber 
with 125 seal s but it falls 25 short 
of*an overall majority. 

The government's loss of its 
parliamentary power base for the 
first time in modern South 
Korean history was the direct 
result of weeks of nationwide 
street protests last year which 
forced the government to 
embrace opposition demands for 
electoral reforms. 

“Politics in this new era must

— the mission of politicians. 1 
believe, is to heal wounds, 
resolve confrontations and unite 
the people, rather than to rub salt 
into their wounds and deepen 
hatred.” he said.

Indian Defence Minister, Kri- 
shna Chandra Pant, arrived here 
on Monday for talks with Sri 
Lankan President, Junius Jay- 
ewardene, on a planned phased 
withdrawal of Indian troops 
from the island, officials said. 

Pant will also discuss prepara- 
tions for provincial council elec- 
tions in the troubled north and 
east, where Indian troops are 
fighting Tamil separatists, they 
said. 

Violence 

The Indian minister is expec- 
ted to raise with Sri Lankan auth - 
oritres Tamil requests for the 
devolution of more power to 
provincial councils. 

The setting up of semi-auton- 
omous councils for the island’s 
nine provinces was a key element 
in a peace accord signed last July 
by Jayewardene and Indian 
Prime JylujistCTtJi^^ \ 


aimed at ending a Tamil 
rebellion. 

Pant will also meet several sen- 
ior cabinet ministers to discuss 
special problems affecting 
Muslims and people of Indian 
origin in Sri Lanka during his 
three-day stay, the officials said. 

Thousands of white-clad men, 
women and children attended 
temples on Monday to mark the 
week of Buddha's birthday 2.532 
years ago and prayed for peace 
on the island which has suffered 
from ethnic violence for the past 
six years. 

An estimated 70.000 Indian 
troops have been deployed in the 
north and east to hunt down and 
disarm Tamil guerrillas who 
have repudiated the peace pact 

In tne Sinhalese-dominated 
areas of the south, Sri Lankan 
security forces are trying to quell 
a violent campaign by the Marx- 
ist People’s Liberation Front 
(JVP) which. is also opposed to 


the accord. 

In an apparent attempt to 
break the spirit of the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Eelam guerrillas 
before Pant’s talks, Indian 
troops last week smashed a rebel 
base at Alampil in the north. 

Withdrawing 

Political sources said that if 
Indian troops could resLore 
peace in the north and east early 
and begin withdrawing, that 
would enable Jayewardene to 
call a general election towards 
the end of the year. Such an elec- 
tion is not due until July 1 989. 

A thinning out of Indian sol- 
diers would also strengthen Jay- 
ewardene's hand in dealing with 
the JVP in the south, they said . 

The JVP has threatened to dis- 
rupt provincial council elections 
in the central and western 
provinces on Thursday and in the 
southernmost province on June 
9. 


Floods kill 
14 in 

Bangladesh 

DHAKA, May 30. I Reuter): 
Floods sweeping south-eastern 
Bangladesh have killed at least 14 
people and made nearly 100,000 
homeless, officials said today. 

They said four people died in 
the eastern districts of Sylhet and 
Sunamgunj on Sunday when 
(Ioodwaters surged around their 
houses. 

Six people drowned when their 
boat was overturned by winds 
and the strong current of a river 
in Sylhet on Saturday. Four peo- 
ple were killed earlier in the week 
when a mudslide buried their 
home in Chiuagong hill traCLs in 
the south. 

The flooding, caused by heavy 
rains, has affected nearly 150,000 
people and made nearly 100.000 
of them homeless, the officials 
said. Almost 2.000 cattle were 
swept away. 

Thousands of people initially 
took shelter in seven relief camps 
in Sylhet and Sunamganj. but 
later refugees had to leave five of 
the installations when food and 
other supplies ran out, an official 
at Sylhet told reporters. 

Danger 

He said two rivers in the south- 
east, the Kushiara and (he 
Surma, were about a metre above 
their “danger” levels. Many 
houses were under two or three 
metres of water. 

Swelling floods cut rail and 
road links with some of the 
stricken areas. 

Agriculture officials said 
nearly 1 00,000 acres (40.000 hec- 
tares) of rice fields were under 
water, mostly in the east. 

Dhaka weather office said 
more rains expected in the com- 
ing weeks could set off an early 
monsoon and cause flooding all 
over the country. 

In a separate development, 
India and Bangladesh will make 
a fresh bid to repatriate 
thousands of tribal refugees to 
their homes in southern Ban- 
gladesh from camps across the 
border. Foreign Secretary 
Nazrul Islam said Loday. 

He said senior officials of the 
two countries would meet next 
month in the hiJ) tracts town of 
Ram gar h to discuss rehabilita- 
tion of the refugees, mostly 
Chakma tribesmen who fled into 
India to escape a guerrilla revolt. 

The guerrillas, called the 
“shanti bahini” began a violent 
campaign in 1973 for autonomy 
in the Chiuagong hill tracts.

ABU DHABI, May 30, (Reuter): 
The United Arab Emirates 
(UAE), which has reported more 
than 250 cases of AIDS, will hold 
its first conference on tbe killer 
disease later this year. 

The official emirates news 
agency Warn said a committee 
met today to discuss arran- 
gements for the October 1 to 3 
meeting, to be attended by Arab 
and European doctors. - 

Kuwait held an international 
conference on AIDS (Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome) 
early this year. 

UAE health aiuthorities 
reported 262 AIDS cases last 
year, 22 of whom died. They said 
about two-thirds of the people 
exposed to the virus in the UAE 
were expatriate workers.

“We are trying to provide 
education in accordance with the 
standard laid down by - the 
Federal Board of Secondary 
Education, Islamabad, up to the 
Intermediate Science (I.Sc) level.

The school recently termin- 
ated the services of six non-Pak- 
istani teachers but gave them the 
option of applying again. The 
ambassador said two of the 


sacked teachers have been re- 

employed. 

The Ambassador vehemently 
denied allegations made by a 
□umber of parents that the Prin- 
cipal. Dr Manzoor Ali, was for- 
ced to resign in order to put the 
present Vice-Principal, Mrs 
Nasreen Abid, in charge of the 
school. 

’ He said: “1 found that the prin- 
cipal was appointed on a tem- 
porary basis and was not capable 
of discharging his function 
efficiently. He could not control 
the administration and many 
problems were being referred to 
thechair m an and the secretary of 
the board. There was a spill-over 
of work at the embassy. We, 
therefore, felt that we should 
follow the advice of thePakistani 
Education Ministry and get a 
qualified and experienced prin- 
cipal from Pakistan.

Jumblatt discusses Lebanese 


situation with Sheikh Sabah 


K.UWAITS Deputy Premier 
Foreign ■ Minister, Sheikh 
Sabah Al Ahmed, received yes- 
terday ihe head of the Lebanese 
Progressive Socialist Party and 
Minister of Public Works and 
Transport. Walid Jumblatt. and 
the delegation accompanying 
him on the occasion of their visit 
to Kuwait. 

Sheikh Sabah told reporters 
after the meeting tha t discussions 
flealt with the situation in 
Lebanon and the problems that 
Country is suffering. 

, Sheikh Sabah also said: “We 
.deliberated the best means for 
ending these problems and tak- 
ing Lebanon away from its 
ordeal." 

He expressed hope that this 
issue would be discussed at the 
next Arab summit conference in 
Algiers on June 7 with the aim of 
realising stability and security in 
Lebanon. 

Stability 

He emphasised that "stability 
in Lebanon and securing the 
interests of the Lebanese people 
is a stability for all the Arabs.” 

Jumblatt also visited Sheikh 
Ja ber Al Ali at his Diwan. 

Jumblatt also visited Saudi 
Arabia where he gave an 
interview to the dally Al Seyas- 
sah. 

In the interview with Hussein 
Tantawi he said: “I hope the elec- 
tions of the new Lebanese 
president would be held as 
scheduled. However, without 
political reform, the new 
president would only be heading 
a crisis-ridden country." He 
added thaL his party would not 
work towards adjourning the 
election, but accused President 
Amin Gemayal of endeavouring 
to postpone the elections so as to

extend his tenure of presidency. 

His party, he said, had nomin- 
ated Antwan Al Ashqar for 
presidency and had drawn up a 

f irogramme to rescue Lebanon 
rom the present civil war. 

He went on to say that the 
reform programme focused on 
eradicating the system of 
political denominationalism in 
Lebanon — meaning all Leban- 
ese would have equal rights and 
duties. At present, he said. 
Druzes elect Druze candidates. 
Maroniles elect Maronite can- 
didate and Sunnis elect Sunni 
candidates. He recommended 
the institution of a new law, 
whereby people would elect the 
presidentdireclly and theestabli- 
shment of a Senate Council 
represented by all sects who 
would be empowered to discuss 
all serious issues and lake the 
required decisive decisions. 
Reforms 

Additionally, there should be 
a higher council of judgement, 
independent of the government, 
to address the vital issue of hav- 
ing a social and economic 
programme for developing the 
poor areas of Lebanon, he said. 


Jumblatt said the Army 
should be reorganised on Arabic 
and national basis. According to 
the present constitution, the 
president holds this authority 
which should instead be 
delegated to the Council of Mini- 
sters. He hoped the Lebanese 
would achieve revolutionary 
political reforms before elections 
of a new president — though, 
how this was possible, while elec- 
tions were so dose, including the 
existence of powers that reject 
these political reforms, posed a 
dilemma, he said. 

He added that President 
Gem aye l and the Lebanese for- 
ces (Phalangists) reject these 
reforms. Further, some parties 
want to extract Lebanon from 
Arab and Islamic circles to link it 
with Israel and the West. But, he 
added, “We do not lose hope and 
shall defend our country." 

Partition 

Jumblatt condemned calls for 
creating separate entities to 
divide Lebanon on a sectarian 
basis. Admitting that sects and 
militias do have areas of 
influence, he refused to accept 
this state of affairs and said his 
party would strongly fight 
against any form of partition. He 
accused and condemned Israel 
and its allies as being forces 
behind calls for dividing 
Lebanon. He said Israel, as a 
condition for its existence, 
desires to see the development of 
more sectarian states in the 
region and was thus working in 
this direction. 

On the question ofkidnapping 
and terrorist acts. Jumblatt 
strongly condemned both. 
Explaining these as modern 
phenomenons, he recommended 
Arab and international efforts to 


eradicate these acts. He stated 
that “terrorism" should be 
defined. Terrorist acts, he said, 
are those carried out by Israel in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip and also against Arab 
countries — including its attacks 
on South Lebanon. He termed 
the kidnapping of individuals 
and hijacking of planes “dirty 
deeds" that no wise individual 
would condone. He called for 
introducing an international law 
to stop such inh uman acts — 
whatever the cost 


Militias 


Asked if be saw the dissolving 
of armed militias leading to a 
political coUution in Lebanon, 
Jumblatt said: “We will not dis- 
solve the militias or lay down 
arms until political guarantees 
are made." He added that as long 
as a Phalangist project motivated 
by Israel and the west is activein 
Lebanon and the Lebanese 
Army as the means for oppres- 
sion exist, arms would not be laid 
down. He admitted that it was 
difficult to abolish political sec- 
tarianism In Lebanon today, 
although this represented the 
ambition of all Lebanese. The 
main obstacle to achieve this goal 
was the amendment of the con- 
stitution. 

On the Iraq -Iran war, Jum- 
blatt hoped to seea quick end. He 
described it as a destructive war 
that exhausts the Arab and 
Islamic countries. We as Arabs, 
he stressed, should work to stop 
the war and called for the 
implementation of the UN 
resolutions. He also praised the 
Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied countries and urged its 
continuity and support for 
achieving its objectives.

He said the aim was not to 
humiliate Iran,' only to stop the 
killing in its war with Iraq, now in 
iteaghthyear. - 

“We think if members of the 
United Nations observe (an 
embargo), it will prevent major 
military operations," he said. ’ 
Walters discussed the Arab- 
Israeli conflict in Israel in 
advance of US Secretary of State 
George Shultz’s planned visit to 
the region next month and 
assured political leaders of 
Washington's continued com- 
mitment to Israeli security. 

UAE President, Sheikh Zayed 
Bin Sultan Al Nahayan told Wal- 
ters it was in the American 
interest to take a Arm stand in 
efforts to solve the Palestinian 


problem. 

“Arab states expect the US to 
take a firm position ... before it is 
too late," he said. 

Pleased 

Walters said he was "very 
pleased" with talks he held for 
three hours with Syrian 
President Hafez Al Assad in 
Damascus. 

Hie said Assad had a human- 
itarian concern for the foreign 
~ hostages held captive in Beirut's 
southern suburbs but it was too 
early to say if Syria’s troop 
deployment in the Shi'ite slums 
would help them. 

“President Assad, as amilitary 
man is very aware of the possible 
dangers and possible ad van- 
tages.. J left the matter to his jud- 
gement," Walters said.

Zia takes a 


calculated risk

ISLAMABAD, (Reuter): 
President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq, who just closed down his 
country’s political system, may 
be taking a calculated risk to 
extend his power into the 1990s 
and keep Pakistan stable, 
political analysts say. 

But no one yesterday was will- 
ing to say they knew the mind of 
the President, who on Sunday 
dismissed Parliament, threw out 
his own government for incom- 
petence. humiliated his chosen 
prune minister, and called for 
elections in 90 days. 

Theories abound. Both 
foreign and Pakistani analysts 
list many factors which could 
have prompted Zia to cut short 
an important trip to China and 
take back the reins of control. 
Reasons 

Fear that the war in Afghanis- 
tan was running out of Pakis- 
tan's control, worries that 
separatist movements were pull- 


ing the country apart, and disal- 
isfaction over his policy of creat- 


isfaction over his policy of creat- 
ing an Islamic state was crum- 
bling, were quoted by Pakistan 
analysts. 

The need to take some painful 
economic decisions to reduce the 
country's indebtedness, Zia's 
reluctance to cut the large 
military budget were also given 
as reasons. 

However, “none of these are 
new problems, and Zia was more 
critical of the government's han- 
dling of them before,*’ one Wes- 
tern diplomat said. 

Such a move by Zia had been 
discussed as a possibility in 
political circles, but the timing 
was quite unexpected. 

“One reason we don't know is 
that it is perfectly clear he took 
absolutely no one into his con- 
fidence,” the diplomat said.' 

Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo, back from a 
foreign trip, told reporters how 
well everything was going in Pak- 
istan only minutes before Zia 
announced he wasdroppinghim.

War r emains top priority for Tehran 

Iran divided over domestic economic

BRUSSELS: The war with Iraq 
remains a top priority for Iran. 
But officials in Tehran concede 
that financing the war is having a 
severe effect on the country’s 
economy and the government is 
divided over domestic economic 
policy. 

The war now guzzles 40 per 
cent of state expenditures, and 
the draw on Iran's hard-currency 
earnings is increasing. 


Weaponry prices on inter- 
national markets sharply 
increased in the aftermath of the 
Iran-Contra scandal in Novem- 
ber 1986. Iran is importing 

weapons- manufacturing equip- 
ment, so that a measure of self- 
sufficiency will allow it to reduce 
spending on arms. 

Nevertheless, heavy war 
expenditures have reduced 
dramatically the amount of 
foreign exchange at the disposal 
of factories that produce con- 
sumer goods. As a result, many 


of those enterprises have been 
forced to close for want of parts 
and materials. 

“1 can’t get currencies to buy 
the machines I need to keep my 
factory running. Most of my 
workers are at the front, "says an 
Iranian industrialist. 

Western commercial attaches 
in Tehran say that if this trend 
persists it may well lead to the 
destruction of entire sectors of 
Iran's traditional industry. 

Decline 

At a meeting in early April, 
Tehran-based economic atta- 
ches from developed countries 
concluded that Iran sutlers from 
a sharp decline in its oil revenues 
combined with a rise in the costs 
of imports. 

According to the attaches, 
Iran’s foreign currency reserves 
stand at S3 to $4 billion. (Iran- 
ians say they have S5.5 billion). 
Officially, Iran has no foreign 
debt but Western businessmen 
say it owes SI .5 billion to a num- 
ber of Western companies. None 
of the debt is overdue. 

Iran’s major trading partners 


are Japan and West Germany. 
These two countries’ currencies 
in the last two years have 
appreciated sharply against the 
US dollar, the currency in which 
Iran is paid for its oil exports. 

In response, the government 
has tried to convince Iranian 
migrant workers living in Gulf 
countries to send their salaries 
home. Tehran is also trying to 
boost its non-oil exports. Busin- 
essmen in Europe confirm that 
Iranian sales of carpets, fruits, 
vegetables, and manufactured 
products were up 25 per cent last 
year. In spite of this surge, these 
businessmen say, non-oil exports 
do not represent more than 10 
per cent of Iran's income. 

A major problem is the poor 
quality of Iranian products. JLast 
year Iran started exporting cars 
under a licence from the French 
company Renault. The commer- 
cial attache of a European coun- 
try says, “Those cars don’t meet _ 
(European Economic Commun- 
ity) security standards, but the 
Bulgarians have begun import- 
ing them.”

ISTANBUL, Turkey, (UP1): 
Fatma Yazici. the 33-year-old 
editor of an opposition news 
magazine, has so many prosecu- 
tionsahead of her that, even after 
three acquittals, she could still be 
sent to jail for more than a cen- 
tury. 

She is one reason why the 
International Press Institute — 
which styles itself a human rights 
organisation — challenged 
Turkish Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozal to his face to declare an 
amnesty for jailed journalists 
and lift restrictive press laws. 

Yazici's publication, 
“Towards 2000.” is an Istanbul- 
based weekly that tackles issues 
other Turkish publications fear 
to broach. Since its birth in Jan- 
uary 1987 its issues have been 
confiscated four limes and it has 
attracted 1 8 prosecutions. 

■ Thus far Yazici has been sen- 
tenced to 3 years. 8 months in jail 
on a variety of charges. She has 


been found innocent in three 
other cases and six more are near- 
ing trial. 

Her latest notice of prosecu- 
tion — ironically delivered as the 
IPI assembly was still in session 
— followed a story about a 
report on Turkey by a Helsinki 
human rights group. 

The report, titled “Destroying 
ethnic identity — the Kurds of 
Turkey, is. freely available to 
Turks in English. But the Istan- 
bul prosecutor Charged Yazid 
under article 142 of the penal 
code, which makes it a crime to

“1 worry about a precipitous 
decline in Western influence in 
the insular Pacific,” says Fred 
Radewagen, a Washington- 
based specialist on the region 
who writes for the Washington 
Pacific Report, a newsletter. 

While he says each situation 
may spring from local circum- 
stances, there is an overall “per- 
ception of destabilisation.” 

Radewagen says this percep- 
tion cannot be lost on the Soviet 
Union, which for years has made 
tentative moves to heighten its 
profile in the South Pacific. 

Rioting 

Meanwhile, Bob Hawke, the 
Australian Prime Minister, has 
linked another outside power, 
Libya, to rioting in Vanuatu, 
which was an Anglo-French con- 
dominium known as /the New 
Hebrides 1 ; irhtH’ revacffteVed 
ad dependence in J 1980.

After Le Pen won more than 
14 per cent of the vote in 


presidential balloting on April 
24, extreme right-wing parties in 


24, extreme right-wing parties in 
Belgium. Italy, Greece and else- 
where expressed hope that his 
success would be contagious. 

Chrysanthos Dimitriades, a 
member of the European 
Parliament and of Greece’s 
extreme right National Political 
Union, told the Associated Press 
that Le Pen’s gains “improved 
our spirit, there has been a 
positive change.” 

The Belgium National Front, 
a sister to the French party, “got 
hundreds of phone calls from 
people who wanted to join” after 
the April 24 vote, said party 
spokesman Daniel FereL 


“Basically we heard from peo- 
ple who share our ideas but 


thought' we were a marginal 
party. Le Pen changed that,” he 
said. 

Undermines 

Le Pen's campaign slogan 
“French first” conveyed the mes- 
sage that an influx of 
immigrants, mainly Arabs from 
North Africa, undermines the 
French way of. life and adds to 
economic and soda! problems. 
His speeches tapped a vague, 
mostly unarticulated feeling that 
France is on the decline, its tradi- 


tions in jeopardy and its 
“national identity” threatened. 


national identity” threatened. 
He kept the immigration issue 


at the centre of his campaign, 
suggesting legal measures to 
encourage immigrants in France 
to move elsewhere and limiting 
the number of immigrant chil- 
dren in schools. He appealed to 
nationalistic sentiments and 
authoritarian values, favouring 
restoration of the death penalty 
and quarantining AIDS victims. 

Europe's extreme right par- 
ties, although diverse and lack- 
ing unity, share a common desire 
to convert concern about 
immigration into votes. Most 
countries face economic and 
social problems s imil ar to those 
in France. Many of the parties in 
these countries are enjoying new 
success. 

Gianfranco Fini, secretary of 
the vaguely neo-fascist Italian 
Social Movement, shares Le 
Pen's stance on immigration, 
saying immigrants pose a grave 
threat to all European countries. 

Growth 

Unemployment in Italy is 12.4 
per cent while immigrants from 
Africa and Asia arrive at the rate 
of 50,000 a year. Although 
90,000 foreigners were legally 
registered in October 1 987, unof- 
ficial estimates put the number of 
illegal immigrants at 800,000. 

Fini’s pany won 5.9 per cent of 
the vote in parliamentary elec- 
tions last J une. It holds 35 seals in 
the chamber of deputies, making 
it Italy's fourth largest party. 
Although the party still is largely 
irrelevant — the non-co mm unist 
parties can form a government 
without them — there are signs 
of growth in the kind of xeno- 
phobia that feeds Fini followers. 

Italy's largest daily news T 
paper. La Republics, published a 
survey in early May of high 
school students that showed an 
“open hostility” toward 


immigrants. 

Seventy per cent of those res- 
ponding said they would favour 
a partial or total closing of bor- 
ders to foreigners who “rob us of 
work.” 

In France, an intellectual “new 
right” is providing a theoretical 
framework for neofascism. So- 
called revisionist historians are 
publishing works that re- 
examine the country under Nazi 
occupation and question 
whether the extermination of 6 
million Jews during World War 
II actually occurred. 


Reassessing 

Le Pen referred to the gassing 
of Jews in Nazi death camps as “3 

detail of history.” 


Similarly in Italy, a spate of 
ooks and articles is reassessing 


books and articles is reassessing 
the country’s fascist past. A Jead- 
ing historian of Fascist dictator 
Benito Mussolini has suggested 
that “laws forbidding Lhe re- 
establishment of the Fascist 
Party are anachronistic. ” 

Le Pen visited Rome on May 8. 
taking his message to a cheering 
crowd at an ISM party meeting. 
He plans similar trips around 
Europe in the coining months, 
said his spokesman Alain Vizier, 
who declined to provide details. 

Whether or not he visits other 
parts of Europe, Le Pen's 
presence is felt. 

Mogens Giislrip, leader of the 
Denmark’s anti-immigration 
Progress Party is frequently 
referred to in the press as the local 
LePen.

The argument that the per- 
formers are only amateurs is a 
spurious one. The School of 
Contemporary Dance, the 
Kuwait Players and all the 
other local dramatic societies 
are all profit- makin g concents. 
True, the actors work for noth- 
ing, but when they charge three 
or four dinars (the price of a 
WIzr book!) they must expect 
to be treated as professionals. 
The Kuwait Players have tens 
of thousands of dinars, but they 
never bother to pay authors* 
royalties for their productions. 
People like Ken Winston have 
often been unhappy about my 
reviews, that’s his privilege. I 
suppose many of us have an 
insatiable appetite for praise — 
applause can be very addictive 
and criticism hurts. Even if it's 
true, it hurts. I've had enough 
of it in my time to speak from 


personal experience, but if it is 
true then it teaches the artist or 
performer a useful lesson about 
themselves, it helps us to 
improve. 


Despite tremendous tempta- 
tions at times. 1 have never used 
my reviews to make nasty per- 
sonal attacks on people I don’t 
like. However, if the public are

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LEAVING Kuwait at the end - 
of your slay can be a time of 
very mixed emotions. The joy 
of returning to friends and 
family at home can be ofTset by 
the hassle and upheaval of 

n up, especially if you 
sen here for several 

years. 

Worse still, your stuff may be 
very late in arriving, and in 
some Cases might not even 
arrive at all. In M iirgab there is 
a bankrupt freight forwarding 
company where people's pos- 
sessions have been stranded for 
eighteen months! 

Recently I went along to 
Alghanim Freight to talk to 
Lesley Bell about how to min- 
imise the stresses and strains of 
packing and shipping your 
household goods in order to 
make the whole operation go as 
smoothly as possible. The basic 
advice was simple, although it is 
remarkable how many people 
ignore k. 

The thing to do is to plan 
carefully, co-ordinate the 
whole operation in a way that 
gives you and the shipping 
agents plenty of Lime to do the 
packing and fulfil all the neces- 
sary paperwork with the min- 
imum of fuss. 

Identify 

The first step is to identify 
exactly what you want to send. 
Next, contact a reliable freight 
forwarder, and ask them to 
send someone round to give 
you a free consultation, which 
is known as a pre-survey. The 
representative will help you to 
decide important issues such as 
exactly what you are shipping, 
howit is going to be packed, any 
special requirements and so on. 

After the pre-survey, the 
representative should be able Lo 
provide you with an estimate 
for various options such as Air- 
freight, Full Container Loads 
and Part Container Loads, 
door-to-door service, 
insurance and so on. 

An important thing to 
remember here is that the 
cheapest company is not always 
the best, for example, they may 
quote you a very low price, but 
then you discover later that this 
doesn’t include all kinds of 
essential charges like packing, 
customs' clearance or 
insurance. With a reputable 
company you should get a sin- 
gle. all-in charge that covers the 
entire operation. This may 
sound more expensive than the 
cheaper cowboys, but will work 
out far less expensive and more 
reliable in the end. 


In any case, you should 
always pay a visit to the Freight 
forwarders premises before the 
packing date so that you can 
inspect their facilities, the skill 
of their packing staff and the 
quality of the materials they are 
using. April, May and June are 
the busiest months of the year 
for the shipping companies 
dealing with family removals, 
especially around theeod of the 
school year. 

In order to have plenty of 
time to get everything done 
without a mad last-minute 
rush, Lesley recommends that 
you contact the company about 
a month before you plan to 
leave. You might need even 
more time if you plan to send 
animals home, but I will deal 
with that in a later article. 

Okay, you contact the ship- 
ping company and get them to 
come along and give you an 
estimate of how much stufFyou 
have to send . The next step is to 
decide whether you want to 
send it all by air or sea. 
Naturally, the latter is cheaper, 
but only if you have over 250 
kilos, or if your stuff is 
especially bulky. Under that 
weight, air freight is very com- 
petitive and obviously much 
quicker. 

Generally speaking, air 
freight will take between five 
and seven days no matter 
whether you're going to 
Europe, UK, the USA or the 
subcontinent. Of course, if you 
have your stuff delivered door 
to door this might take longer 
depending exactly where you 
live at home. Sea freight takes

roughly 30 days to Europe, 42 
days to the USA and ! 8 days to 
the subcontinent, phis between 
seven and ten days for customs’ 
clearance and door to door 
delivery. These times are only 
approximate, but at least they 
will give you some idea of bow 
long you will have to wait for- 
your stuff to arrive at the other 
end. 

Once you have decided how 
to send your stuff, you can then 
give the shippers a packing 
date. During the busy times of

IF you are planning to lake a 
pet home with you when you 
leave Kuwait there are several 
things you need to do, but the 
first thug is to contact the ship- 
ping agent or the airline about 
six weeks before you plan to 
leave in order to find out exactly 
what the regulations are for 
your home country. 

Most countries require some 
kind of vaccinations, against 
rabies or distemper for exam- 
ple, but requirements are so 
varied that it i s i m possible to list 
them all in this article. 

In some American slates 
incoming pets are required to 
spend up to three weeks in 
quarantine upon arrival, but in 
others this is not necessaiy. 
Therefore it is vital that you 
check with the airlines or ship- 
ping agents to find out exactly 
what the situation is. 

However, certain rules do 
apply to all situations. First of 
all. animals must be fit and in 
good health or else the airline 
simply will, not accept respon- 
sibility for them. They should 
not be more than six weeks 
pregnant or less than eight 
weeks old. In general, where 
rabies shots are required they 
must be administered not more 
than one year nor less than 
thirty days before the animal is 
due to travel. 

Travelling boxes must con- 
form to lATA rules, for exam- 
ple, the box must be large 
enough for the animal to stand 


the year, they cannot usually 
giveyoua precise time, just a.m. 
or p.m . and it is always better if 
you can arrange to be there 
when they come, to help oversee 
the operation. Reputable com- 
panies, will only use profes- 
sional packers and always 
provide an English-speaking 
supervisor to make a packing 
list, answer your queries and 
generally ensure that the whole 
operations goes off without a 
hitch. 

Tt isn’t absolutely necessary 


to put everything in one room, 
though naturally that can help.' 
says Lesley, 'The main thing is 
to make all your decisions 
about what to lake and what to 
leave behind before the packers 
come. It makes it very difficult if 
people keep changing their 
minds while the packers are try- 
ing to get on with the job.' 

Do not forget to check if your 
television or other electrical 
appliances can actually be used 
in your home country. Also try 
to be ruthless about whai you

upright, turn around and lie 
down and there are strict rules 
about ventilation and so on, the 
airline will help you here and 
some local shipping companies 
will actually build a made-to- 
measure box for your pet. Do 


not try lo make the box yoursel f 
since the rules are very slringen t 
and failure to conform exactly 
may result in unnecessary 
delays and even an outright 
refusal to ship your animal at 
all. 


really warn to send, magazines 
and books can be particularly 
heavy so have a jolly good sort 
out before the packers come. 
The pre-survey is the best time 
for this, but you must be honest 
and explicit about what you're 
sending. Don't be shy. profes- 
sionals like Lesley are used to 
walking around people's 
homes and seeing wnat they 
plan to send, so the more 
explicit you are, the more 
accurate the quotation will be. 
Remember, nearly everybody 


For Britain, the rules are 
quite tough . All a nimals have to 
spend a six month period in 
quarantine at an approved ken- 
nels or cattery. First you must 
get a list of approved kennels 
from British Airways, then 
write to the kennel of your 
choice to make a booking, and 
get them to quote you a price for 
collecting the animal from the 
airport. When you have ihe 
booking confirmed, then you 
must write to the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries lor 
an import licence before you 
can approach the airline to 
make a flight booking. Believe 
it or not. cats and dogs are also 
subject lo 15 per cent VAT 
based on their ‘val ue' at the time 
of importation. 

To give you some idea of the 
price, it will cost you about 70 
dinars to send a cat to the UK. 
For dogs the price depends 
upon the size of the animal, but 
roughly speaking, a small dog 
will cost about ISO dinars. 
Kuwait to London, up to 5 or 6 
hundred dinars for a very large 
animal like a great Dane or 
German Shepherd. 

A veterinary certificate is 
also required for most countries 
to say that the animal is in good 
health and also to record 
whatever vaccinations have 
been administered. All in all, 
it's a complicated business and 
one which requires careful 
planning so be sure to give 
yourself plenty of time by con- 
tacting the airline or shipping 
agen t at leasi eight weeks before 
you plan to travel. 


underestimates the amount of 
stuff they have so the profes- 
sionals can give you a much 
better idea of the true weight 
and volume. 

There are two types of 
insura nee for your goods. Total 
Loss and All Risks. The former 
will only pay out if the entire 
consignment is lost, if the ship 
sinks or the plane crashes lor 
example.and isnol really worth 
having since this is unlikely to 
happen. All Risks insurance is 
moreexpensivebulmuch better 
since it covers you against the 
loss or breakage of individual 
items. Insurance is not compul- 
sory, but is obviously seriously 
recommended. 

You should make sure that 
the selected agent uses special 
removals insurance companies 
who specialise in this types of 
risk. Again, if you use profest 
sional packers then you are very 
unlikely tosufferanv breakages 
since they are highly experien- 
ced in packing things safely. 
However, for things like telev- 
isions. videos, computers or 
stereos it is a very good idea to 
keep Lhe boxes and styrofoam 
packaging in which they came 
so that you can re-pack them 
safely. One last point about 
insurance, you should always 
insure things for (heir 
replacement value back home. 

Sending things door-to-door 
is always easiest, and although 
you have to pay a bit extra, it is 
"well worth it in terms of all the 
hassles you will save yourself by 
not having to go to the port to 
get things out of customs and so 
on. 

Many people send their cars 
home, particularly up-market 
models which can be far more 
expensive in Britain or 
America. Again, you need 
professional advice, but at a 
rough estimate a twenty foot 
container will usually be big 
enough fora carand an average 
family's household goods. It is 
almost impossible to give an 
accurate price for such a con- 
tainer if only because war-risks 
insurance rates keep fluctuat- 
ing as the situation changes in 
the Gulf. 

Naturally, most people want 
to be able to use their stuff as 
long as possible and want to set 
the packing day as near to their 
departure as possible. This is 
fine, however, you have to real- 
ise that if you are sending a car. 
forexample.it will take acouple 
of hours or so for the Traffic 
Department to do the necessary 
paperwork, which is then only 


valid for 48 hours. Also, the 
container musi be in the port 
for two ua> s prior to departure. 
Take advice and plan it all 
carefully to avoid last minute 
problems. Most people find it 
easier lo stay Lhe last couple of 
nights in a local hotel, or rent a 
car for a dayor two. so that their 
own car and household effects 
can be safely on their w ay with- 
out last-minute disasters. 

It's not really possible to give 
an average cost of the whole 
operation since it depends on 
many variable factors such as 
where you plan logo, andexac - 1 
tiy how much you a re taking, or 
whether you are using air or sea 
freight. However. Lesley thinks 
an average couple take around 
3 to 400 kilos, but if they have 
children ii could be 500 kilos or 1 
more. 

As a general rule, the longer 
you have been in Kuwjit. the 
more loot and baggage you've 
probably acquired. With most 
major companies you can pay 
by credit card, which is very 
convenient, but do check to 
make sure that the company 
you are dealing with actually 
accepts the card you are plan- 
ning to use in order to avoid last 
minute embarrassment. 

Duties 

Naturally, customs and 
import duties at the other end 
depend on which country you 
are heading for. but as a general 
rule household effects are 
usually exempt from taxes. In 
Britain the ugh. you will have to 
pay duty on anything you have 
bought in the lust six months, so 
if you go and buy a two 
thousand dinar silk carpet the 
week before you leave, be 
careful. It would be very wrong 
of me tosugge&t that you ask the 
seller to back date your receipt, 
wouldn't it? Anyway, the ship- 
ping agent will usually have a 
very good idea of the customs 
and import regulations foryour 
home country and they will be 
happy to give you Lhe necessary 
advice. 

Before leaving Kuwait, the 
shipping company will give you 
the paperwork you need such as 
insurance certificates, an Air 
bill and a copy of the packing 
list. You should also make sure 
that you have a telephone num- 
ber and address that you can 
contact if there is any unexpec- 
ted delay. 1 fyou plan ahead and 
give yourselves, and the ship- 
pers. plenty of time, then the 
whole operation should be 
painless and free of warty.

The discovery of the other NorthPoIe . , 

Although most people are familiar with expeditions to 
the geographical North Pole, they are probably less 
aware that equally important expeditions have been 
made to the Magnetic North Pole. The earliest of these 
was made by James Clark Ross, a British explorer, who 
reached the Magnetic North Pole on this day in I&31 in 
the position where it then lay, on the western shore ofthe 
Boothia Peninsula.

How the ocean sunfish is 
made 

The ocean sunfish was 
known in ancient times but 
the first fishermen who 
caught these animals 
thought they were 
mutilated. This is because 
the sunfish has a very large 
head and appears to have 
nobody. 

On closer examination it 
can be seen that the sunfish 
does, in fact, have a body 
even though the tail has 
practically disappeared 
and the tail and anal fms 
have grown together into 
one unit. 


The how of animals 


Despite its large size it is 
□ot an animal of prey, 
feeding on small fishes and 
boneless creatures. It has a 
small mouth and does not 
swim very well, preferring 
to drift along in a current. 

The ocean sunfish 
belongs to the family 
Molidae and can often be 
seen sunning itself or rest- 
ing in the surface waters of 
temperate or tropical seas. 
Like the remora it belongs 
to the class of Teleostei. 


There is only one queen 
in a hive and her sole task is 
to keep on laying eggs. 
There are several hundred 
male bees, known as 
drones, who do no work 
except fertilise the eggs. 
But as soon as a new queen 
is bom these drones are 
massacred by the worker 
bees who are all females, 
though incapable oflaying 

eggs- 


The sunfish is a large 
animal and can measure 
more than 3 metres in len- 
gth. It is flat and round in 
shape and can weigh as 
much as 2 tons. 


How beehives are organised 
A large beehive can con- 
tain up to 80.000 bees but 
there is never any danger 
that such a vast number of 
insects will lead to con- 
fusion or chaos. 


Bees suck the nectar 
from the flower through a 
special nose-tube and then 
carry it in a sack which 
contains up to 50 
milligrams. The pollen is 
carried in two little basket* 
on the bee’s hind legs. The 
worker bee delivers these 



ingredients and other 
worker bees in the hive mix 
them together into a sort of 
paste which is fed to the 
larvae so that they will 
develop into adult insects.

to take serious 
look at non-oil 
exports 

. LAGOS, May 30, (Opecna): 
Nigeria has been urged to lake a 
•serious look’ at its non-oil 
exports in a bid to free the coun- 
try from 'over-dependence' on 
crude oil as a source of foreign 
exchange earnings. 

Speaking at the opening of the 
sixth Lagos trade fair. State 
Governor Navy Capt. Mike 
Akhigbe also stressed Lhe need 
for Nigeria to increase food 
. production for domestic con- 
sumption. 

He pointed out that 'the bane' 
of the country's poor economic 
situation was an over-depen- 
dence on crude oil exports for 
revenue to the detriment of the 
cultivation and processing of 
major export crops, which were 
equally lucrative. 

Inventions 

In ‘exploring this new 
horizon,' Akhigbe called on 
■ research organisations in 
Nigeria to make simple inven- 
tions and devices for use by 
small-scale industrialists. 

He sLressed that a variety of 
inventions remained unutilised 
either because of their complex 
nature or d ue to the large sums of 
money required for their adapta- 
tion. 

It was not enough, he 
explained, to invent gadgets or 
new processing methods “if the 
fruits of inventions are not 
readily utilisable by the 
entrepreneurs, who ought to 
make use of them for the benefit 
of the industries in particular and 
the country at large." 

Plans 

The governor noted that as 
part of government plans to 
enhance development of small- 
scale industries, an autonomous 
development finance company 
had been established to provide 
them with funds and financial 
services. 

The company, he said, would 
commence business before June 
with a paid-up share capital of 
around $2.50 million.

US auto makers step up sales in Japan 


TOKYO, May 30: Believe it or 
not, US auto makers are selling 
more cars in Japan. 

After a decade-long hiberna- 
tion, Ford Motor Co„ General 
MotorsCorp. and Chrysler Corp 
are waking up to the fact that 
affluent Japanese, are buying 
more foreign cars. And as they 
bring in better-quality 
automobiles and expand their 
sales networks, the companies 
are starting to reverse the long 
decline that reduced their 
presence in Japan to an almost 
invisible niche in a booming 
market, according to the Wall 
Street Journal. 

“We are strong in Europe, 
strong in Australia," says 
Thomas P. Shanahan, Asia- 
Pacific regional manager ofTord 
International’s export sales. “It 
was time to re-enter Japan.” 

To be sure, the US inroads are 
weak, tentative and years behind 
bold marketing moves by 
European auto makers. Ihdeed, 
foreign cars account for only 3.8 
per cent of the total Japanese 
market, or fewer, than 100,000 
vehicles annually. The 
Europeans, most notably Bayer- 
ische Motoren Werke AG, began 
to benefit three years ago from an 
unprecedented demand by 
Japanese consumers for imports. 
Sales of West German autos are 
up 125 per cent since 1979, while 
US makers' sales are off 76 per 
cent in that period, despite the 
recent growth. 

Last year, 74,289 German cars 
were sold here, np almost three- 



fold from 24,945 in 1981. Sales, 
at current rates, could double 
this year. Moreover, BMW, 
Daimler-Benz AG and Volks- 
wagen AG's Audi are outselling 
J apanese cars of the same class by 
3 to 1. 

How did they do it? It sianed 
with BMW in the mid-1980s 
when, after buying its own dealer 
network and expanding it, the 
Germany company advertised 
heavily, seft up a service and parts 
system and lowered interest rates 
on new cars to single digits when 
consumer interest rates were 
about 1 5 per cent. (BMW's rates 
now are at 5 per cent). 

Daimler-Benz's Mercedes unit 
reacLed. Dissatisfied with the 
efforts of Yanase & Co., which 
distributed its cars along with 
those of Volkswagen and GM, it 
worked out an agreement with 
Mitsubishi Motor Co. to sell 
Mercedes in some of its 


showrooms. 

Suddenly rejuvenated, Yan- 
ase, the biggest foreign car net- 
work in Japan, now is setting up 
special dealerships for Mercedes. 
Mercedes now expects annual 
sales in Japan will go from sligh- 
tly less than 20,000 last year to 
more than 40,000 in 1990. 

Japanese newspapers report 
rumours that Audi, which sells 
about 8.700 cars here, is trying to 
ape Mercedes with an arran- 
gement with Toyota Motor Co., 

which has the most extensive and 
powerful dealer network in 
Japan. Both companies deny the 
reports. 

Efforts 

None of the three leading US 
auto makers thinks it can over- 
take the West Germans. But the 
three companies say their efforts 
aren’t too late to catch at least 
part of lhe consumer boom and 
build a foundation Tor steady, 
though slow, sales growth. 

Although sales of US cars 
probably will double this year, 
the increase is from such a low 
base — 4,006 US cars were pur- 
chased in Japan last year — that 
no one is breaking out the cham- 
pagne. The US share of the 
imporled-car market currently is 
6.2 per cent, down from 27.8 per 
centin 1979. 

Critics say the US companies 
aren’t trying hard enough and 
could boost sales by slashing 
prices to take advantage of the 
strong yen and by spending more 
to build up dealer networks. The 
Japanese still have a soft spot for 


the American car, interviews 
with consumers confirm, but 
hesitate to take the plunge, fear- 
ing servicing and repair difficul- 
ties. 

US car makers retort Dial they 
are making a determined but 
i long-term effort to increase their 
presence in Japan. “We intend to 
move very carefully initially,” 
says Shanahan of Ford, the most 
active of Lhe three largest US 
auto makers. “Volume isn't, our 
primary goal in the short term.” 

Ford, which wistfully remem- 
bers its dominance of the import 
market before World War 11, 
arranged last year for a 200- 
dealer network to handle its cars. 
Exploiting the Japanese fascina- 
tion for any product that is 
highly popular in the US, it has 
made a big hit with its Taurus 
model, even with a price tag of 
more than $36,000. (Even so, its 
new dealers need educating. At 
two showrooms, salesmen were 
befuddled when asked how a 
Taurus was better than the com- 
petition. “It is safer in a coll- 
ision,” was the only answer they 
could come up with after much 
thought). 

The company expects to sell at 
least 3,000 US-made Fords this 
year and is aiming for 5,000, 
almost six times last year’s figure. 
Al the least, Shanahan wants to 
overtake GM sales, which this 
year axe expected to total 5,000 
by 1993. 

In some ways. Chrysler is try- 
ing to copy Ford's strategy, but it 
is almost two years behind. 


Chrysler says it will swing into 
action later this year or in early 
1989. “It won't be a big splash’-', 
concedes Matthew J. Zak, man- 
aging director of Chrysler's 
•Japan operations. 

For now, the company is sear- 
ching for a large dealer network 
to replace the handful of outlets 
that last year sold 300 vehicles, 
half of them jeeps, convertibles 
and minivans that have no 
serious competition from Japan- 
ese companies. 1 1 probably won't 
use Mitsubishi Motors, of which 
it owns 24 per cent, as a dis- 
tributor — Daimler-Benz got 
there first.

Investors see US trade results 
as sign of rise in interest, prices 


Innovative marketing seminar 


NEW YORK. May 30: When the 
government's report on the 
March US trade deficit came 
across new wires last week, there 
was cheering among traders at 
some of Wall Street's big brok- 
erage houses. Visions ofa rally of 
50 points ot more danced in their 
heads, according to the Wall 
Street Journal. 

But they didn’t realise yet how 
worried investors had become 
about inflation and higher 
interest rates. Reading the trade 
report as a sign that inflation will 
be healing up and higher interest 
rates are likely, investors drove 
the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average down 21.22 points on 
Tuesday and 35.32 points on 
Wednesday. 

Now, many analysts say the 
overall trend will be for stock 
prices to keep falling and lhat the 
only question is how far. 

“Another hundred points or 
so,” says Ralph Acampora, a 
market analysL for Kidder, 
Peabody & Co. Acampora says 
his technical analysis shows that 
investors are in the second of 
three phases that bearmarketsgo 
through before reversing them- 
selves. First comes complacency, 
when investors are caught by sur- 


prise by a market reversal. Then 
comes concern, the current 
phase, when investors waffle, not 
rushing lo sell or lo buy. That is 
followed by capitulation, 
marked by heavy selling asfrigh- 


tened investors finally bail out of 
stocks. 

“There's got to be further pain 
before any gain,” Acampora 
says. He hopes that the big selling 
wave comes in the next few weeks 
and takes the industrial average 
down to between 1800 and 1850. 
“Then maybe, just maybe, we 
could have the ingredients for a 
summer rally," he says. 

Charles Eaton, a market 
strategist for Nikko Securities, is 
looking for a sudden, swift drop, 
too. The idea, he say s, is t o get the 
nervous investors out of the way 
so that any subsequent rallies 
won't be stalled by profit-takers, 
and market psychology might 
become more upbeat. 

Forecast 

“Clearly the market is in trou- 
ble,” he says. “The frustration 
everyone has is that they can't 1 
flush out all the sellers. What we 
worry about most is that we'll hit 
some kind of low, then have a 
lousy rally. The lower the market 
goes, the better the rally will 
probably be.” 

If that's true, Eaton will love 
Arnold Kaufman’s forecast. 
Kaufman, editor of Standard & 
Poor's Outlook, says the current 
decline in stock prices isn't likely 
to end until there is tangible 
evidence that the economy isn't 
too strong or until stock prices 
hit a level low enough to attract 
buyers. That level? “About 1700 


on the Dow later this year.” 
Kauf man says. 

“The market is having kind of 
an anxiety attack,” he says. 
“There's no evidence we have 
stronger inflation, but the psy- 
chology is so poor that investors 
can't even handle the perception 
of higher inflation.” 

He says that to get investor 
psychology turned around, the 
market will have to test its Oct 1 9 
low of] 738.74. “If that holds up, 
we could get a decent rally,” he 
says, and the nature of that rally 
could determine whether the 
bear market is over. 

"What we’d like to see is a 
buildup in volume on any rally,” 
he says. “Bull markets begin on 
heavy volume, and that means 
250 million shares a day for 
several days in a row.” 

Michael Metz, a strategist at 
Oppenheimer & Co., says the 
turnaround could come as early 
as this week. But he says it will 
start “with a whimper, not a 
bang.” Metz says he believes 
almost everyone who wanted to 
get out of stocks is out, eliminat- 
ing the possibility of a further 
sharp fall in prices. “My feeling is 
that the turnaround is going to 
sneak up on us and that we'rejust 
about there," he says. 

Jon Groveman, head of equity 
trading at Laden burg Thaf- 
mann, says there's too much talk 
about psychology and about 
bulls and bears.

Investment in Gulf increasing 


ABU DHABI, May 30, 
(Opecna): A Gulf financial ins- 
titution has forecast an increase 
in investment by private local 
and foreign investors in the six 
countries which form the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) as 
part ofa new pattern emerging in 
the region. 

A report by the Bahrain-based 
Gulf International Bank said the 
beneficiaries would be those 
foreign investors who viewed the 
potential available in the Gulf 
from a long-term perspective. 

The bank said a new develop- 
ment strategy had been unfold- 


ing in the Gulf with the main 
emphasis on industrialisation 
and economic diversification. 

It said public sector-led 
growth and over-dependence on 
oil was giving way to private sec- 
tor initiatives and a diversified 
production base. 

Market 

The bank said foreign com- 
panies involved in trading in Lhe 
Gulf were beginning to realise 
that “the best way for them to 
maintain and possibly expand 
their share of the market is to 
establish a presence in the 
region." 


Houston dismantles the boom years, say experts 


HOUSTON, Texas, May 30, 
(Reuter): When oil prices went 
through the roof m the late 1970s 
and early 1980s. Houston 
property developers built flats — 
and filled them up — al a dizzy- 
ing pace. 

People from all over the 
United Stales flooded the city to 
fill jobs created by upwardly 
bound oil companies. Streets 
were congested, unemployment 
was negligible and places to live 
were aL a premium. 

Now lhat oil — and, as a 
result, the Houston economy — 
has come back to earth, many of 
the city’s flats are being tom 
down because there are no ten- 
ants to live in them. 


“The boom is, in effect, being 
dismantled,” said Patrick 
O’Connor, property analyst and 
editor of the monthly publica- 
tion Houston Real Estate 
Trends. 

Demolition 

While all types of Houston 
property suffer from overbuilt 
markets, flats are the first to face 
massive demolition. 

According to O'Connor, the 
phenomenon began in 1986 and 
picked up steam last year. Now, 
troubled blocks offlatsare being 
bulldozed at a rate of about 5,000 
units a year, he said, because 
owners of half-empty complexes 
are finding it cheaper to get rid of 
them than keep them open. 


“It’s unbelievable, but in the 
nation's fourth largest city the 
imbalance between supply and 
demand is that bad,” he said. 

Occupancy rates have drop- 
ped from an astonishing 99.5 per 
cent in 1981 to an average of 75 
per cent, O’Connor said. In 
many complexes, only 30 lo 35 
percent of the fiats have tenants, 
he told Reuters in a recent 
interview. 

“Although it's hard to imagine 
now, there was a time when it was 
hard lo find an apartment in 
Houston,” he said. 

The current surplus of flats is 
the result of severe overbuilding 
and population loss. 

During the oil boom, 


developers were caught up in a 
tidal wave of optimism which 
engulfed Houston. Oil industry 
analysts were predicting oil 
prices could reach $100 a barrel 
because demand seemed to be 
oulracing a limited world supply 
of petroleum. 

Projects 

Those predictions led financial 
institutions to lend freely on 
property development projects 
that had customers waiting in 
line for space. Flats, not tenants, 
were in short supply. 

From 1976 to 1985, the num- 
ber of flats in the city more than 
doubled, from 202,000 to 
41 0,000, O'Connor said. 


But when oil prices started sin- 
king in the 1980s, energy-related 
layoffs followed. According to 
the Houston Economic Develop- 
ment Council, the city has lost 
200,000 jobs, — down to about 
365,000, since 1982. When peo- 
ple could not find work, they 
went elsewhere. 

“There just aren’t as many 
people here as there were when 
times were good,” said Ron 
Dokell. executive vice president 
of Olshan Demolishing Com- 
pany, one of the few firms to 
benefit from the exodus. 

Developers really got into 
trouble when, even as oil prices 
began to weaken, they continued 
to build, according to O’Connor. 


Opec continues price 
stability search 

QUITO, Ecuador, May 30, (AP): The Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries is continuing talks with non- 
member oQ producers in an effort to stabilise the price of crude, 
according to Energy Minister Fernando Santos. The discussions 
are focused on production levels necessary to maintain the world 
price for crude at $18 a barrel, Santos told Congress on Thursday. 
Proposals of non-member producing nations to join Opec in a 
general production cut will be considered al an Opec meeting on 
June 8, be said. “Opec is determined to re-establish market 
equilibrium,” Santos said, while acknowledging the organisa- 
tion’s failure at its April meeting to reach a production quota 
accord. He said an oil output reduction should be moderate. “If we 
cut too much we will provoke a crunch and the price will rise 
speculatively. This is not oar objective,” be said. 

Crude oil prices lost some of the gains seen late on Thursday in 
the United States, but business remained wary prior lo a meeting 
by the Opec producers' group. 

Although still almost a forthnight away, traders say they have 
little inclination to do business ahead of the biannual conference 
opening on June 8. Thus, markets have been subdued all week. 
Holidays tomorrow in both the United States and Britain, the 
twin hubs of international spot crude oil trading, further stifled 
activity. 

Arab Fund loans for 
three African countries 

THE Arab Fund for Economic and Social Development is to 
extend $105.50 milli on In loans to three African countries — 
Tunisia, Sudan and Djibouti — for development projects. Tunisia 
will receive $20 million to finance an irrigation scheme, expected 
to be completed in 1991, to boost agricultural output in the 
Kairawan plains area through better use of available water 
resources. The loan, which carries an annual interest rate of 4 S 
per cent and is repayable in 22 years, including a five-year grace 
period, brings total fund assistance to Tunisia since 1972 to $260 
milli on. 

Sudan is to receive $83.92 million in three loans. The first 
(36250 million) is for the extension of a water supply system to 
Port Sudan on the Red Sea, while the second (31 million) is for the 
national power network to enable it to meet growing domestic 
demand and to offset power shortages in the capital. The third 
(16.42 minion) will go towards the rehabilitation of cotton 
spinning and weaving factories and will help boost the production 
capacity of the textile sector. The $1.50 million loan to Djibouti 
will improve communications in the country . All agreements were 
signed here for the fund by director general Abdlatif Youssef Al 
Hamad and representatives of recipient countries. 

Banks urged to introduce 
new saving schemes 

THE chairman and managing director of Bnrgan Bank, Sheikh 
Ahmed Abdullah Al Sabah, in an interview with a local daily 
exhorted the banks to attract more funds by introducing new 
saving schemes, besides the traditional deposits. 

He said that these funds should be diverted to new investment 
fields by providing facilities Jto 'cover economic sectors, 

particularly productive centres. He also urged bankers to assist 
debtors crippled during the last “manakh crisis'' so as to allow 
them to resume their activities and rejuvenate the stock market. 
Sheikh Ahmed said that the Kuwaiti economy had proved its 
soundness by surmounting the obstacles created by the crisis and 
commended the State for its positive role and constructive efforts 
in resolving the issues. The chairman said that the difficult and 
complicated “debt problem” had been settled and normal activity 
had resumed. Bankers, he said, should follow up the activities of 
their debtors, who had benefitted from the facilities extended, as 
the success of such a follow np would assure reactivation of the 
national economy. Sheikh Ahmed called on the banking sector to 
participate in joint loans to be made available to distinguished 
international borrowers. He further urged banks to invest their 
foods in the securities markets and government bonds issued by 
countries having strong financial standing and political systems 
— such a move, he said, would contribute in no small measure 
towards activating the capital markets. He concluded by stating 
that banks should participate in the financi ng of joint projects 
where feasibility studies had proved viable — particularly, where 
such projects represented economic integration between Kuwait 
and the countries where these projects were to be implemented. 

Business dwindles following 
Yugoslav price hikes 

BELGRADE, May 30, (Reuter): Business dwindled throughout 
Yugoslavia today as people refused to bay following huge price 
rises announced by the government Yugoslavs avoided shops and 
restaurants, tightening their belts after the government branched 
an economic austerity programme by freeing most prices fo.ai 
controls and devaluing the dinar by 23.9 per cent The government 
raised petrol prices by 32 per cent, train fares 38 per *. . at, 
electricity 31 per cent, coal 30 per cent and postal services per 
cent “Prices as an electric shock,” screamed the headline in the 
Belgrade newspaper Borba. Milan Sopc, director of the Federal 
Price Institute, was quoted in today's newspapers as saying the 
price increases would add at least 12 points in June to the 
country’s 152 per cent inflation. “Price rises are a terrible blow to 
all of ns with small salaries or pensions,” pensioner MUka 
Markovic told Politika newspaper. She said she just could not 
make ends meet Politika said sales in some Belgrade stores 
tumbled 50 per cent on Saturday. Bored staff stood idle by 
watching television for want of customers to serve. Austerity was 
even hitting Belgrade’s McDonald's hamburger firm, half empty 
today although it set a world record for turnover in the first few 
weeks after it opened in March. The austerity programme, 
drafted under guidance of Western creditors in return for fresh 
loans to pave the way for structural reforms, abolished controls on 
60 per cent of prices. 

Wage controls were introduced on May 1 5, triggering a wave of 
strikes. Officials said 50 percent of Yugoslav firms were expected 
to take wage cuts in May and June because their pay rises so far 
tins year had exceeded the limits of the austerity programme- 

Western trade union group 
lashes investors in apartheid 

BRUSSELS, May 30, (Reuter): The West's largest trade union 
grouping accused more than 1,200 firms worldwide today of 
“investing hi apartheid” through subsidiaries in South Africa. 
T he In ternational Confederation of Free Trade Unions 
(1CFTU), which favours tighter economic sanctions against 
Pretoria, attacked the argument that companies with investment 
in South Africa could help push for reform of apartheid. “These 
companies should stop trying to delude themselves and their 
shareholders. Cheap labour is what brings them to South Africa, 
not a desire to restore social justice,” 1CFTU genera! secretary 
John Vauderveken said. Out of a total 1,267 companies with 
investments In South Africa, 374 were from Britain, 333 from 
West Germany and 164 from the United States, the 1CFTU said. 
The next highest figures were for Japan, with 103 firms, France, 
with 90, and Switzerland with 54. Vauderveken said: “The 
country’s eventual democratic rulers are not likely to forget those 
who profited from their oppression.” The ICFTTJ accused some 
companies of retaining substantial interests in South Africa 
despite claiming to have polled out. The ICFTU groups 141 
national trade union centres in 97 countries and savs that it 
represents 87 miUioa workers.

Oil markets grind to halt 
as US, UK mark holiday 


LONDON, May 30, (Reuter); 
Crude oil prices were static on 
international spot markets, with 
business brought to a virtual 
standstill by holidays today in 
both the United Stales ahd 
Britain, usually the twin hubs of 
oil trade. 

Markets have already been 
extremely subdued in the past 
weeks, reflecting reluctance of 
most traders to take any risks 
ahead of next week’s Opec 
producers conference in Vienna. 

And without the guidance of 
crude futures exchanges in New 
York and London, those 
European traders who bothered 
to go to their offices were unwill- 
ing to do any business at all. 


Activity is seen remaining dull 
ahead of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries’ 
(Opec) biannual talks on June 8. 

United Arab Emirates Oii 
Minister, Mana Said Al. Oteiba 
said today, “we will spare no 
effort for the success of the con- 
ference with a view to reinforce 
and stabilise the petrol market.” 
But bis comments made little 


impression on traders.

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Bank guide on discount 
market soon, says Times 


LONDON, May 30: The Bank of 
England is likely to publish draft 
guidelines on an expanded dis- 
count market m the next two to 
three weeks before allowing 
about five new dealing houses 
into the market by October: the 
London Times has reported. 

The guidelines, like those 
published more than two years 
ago for the gilt-edged primary 
market-makers, will lay down 
rules for the new entrants to one 
of the City’s most select markets. 
They will cover matters such as 
the relationship of discount 
operations to their parent finan- 
cial groups and whether these 
operations have to be separately 
capitalised. 

When it published new rules 
for the gilts market in 1985, the 
bank gave a warning that it 
would not alter the discount 
market until late 1988. It also 


said that any aspiring new 
entrant into the market nad to. 


entrant into the market had to. 
have some experience in dealing 
in short-term money market ins- 
truments. 

At least four banking and 
securities houses can already 
show such experience. SG War- 
burg. Samuel Montagu, Morgan 
Grenfell and Phillips & Chew 
have all been running operations 
in this area for about a year 
which are expected to gain the 
bank's approval to become dis- 
count houses. 

Although Barclays de Zoete 
Wedd was initially interested, it 
is understood to have dropped 
the idea after the departure of 
key staff, and may not apply for 
membership of the market. 


County NatWest and James 
Capd have both started opera- 
tions over the past few months. 
Although Capel is unlikely to 
have enough of a record , to 
qualify for the first round of 
approvals. County application 
ma y be helped by its connection 
with a clearing bank. 

The eight existing discount 
houses deal in short-term money 
market instruments, such as 
Treasury and bank bills. They act 
as intermediaries between the 
central bank and the banking 
system and are obliged to under- 
write the weekly Treasury bill 
issue. 

Every Thursday the chairman 
of the Discount Houses Associa- 
tion takes tea with the governor. 
Outsiders believe that the dose 
informal contact with the bank 
provides discount houses with 
valuable information, and their 
dealing relationship may give 
them advance indication of when 
the bank is about to alter interest 
■rates. 

Rules 

For this reason, the new rules 
for the discount market are cer- 
tain to insist that discount opera- 
tions bekeptcompletely separate 
from their parents* other 
Treasury operations. 

The new market-makers are 


planning to put capital of about 
£ 1 0 million each behind their dis- 


count operations. 

Most of the houses applying to 
join the market want to do so 
because it will complement their 
gilt-dealing operations and ena- 

services to their clients. 


ICO group to examine fate 
of global coffee pact 


LONDON, May 30, (Reuter): 
Representatives of leading coffee 
producing aiid consuming coun- 
tries this week begin talks on the 
fate of the international coffee 
agreement, one of the last surviv- 
ing accords to stabilise com- 
modity prices. 

The current pact, which came 
into force in l983aodusesexpoit 
quotas to support prices, expires 
in September 1 989. 

Its members, who disagree 
widely on whether the agreement 
should be extended as is, amen- 
ded. totally revamped or scrap- 
ped altogether, are anxious to 
start on what is expected to be a 
long, tough negotiations 
process, delegates to the talks 
said. 

future of the coffee accord are 
beingheld May 3 1 to June 3 by an 
Intemation Coffee Organisation 
(ICO) ‘technical preparatory 
group' set up early this month at 
the twice -yearly ICO plenary 
counciL 

The group, expected to num- 
ber over v 40, indudes the ICO 
executive board, other ICO 
members and non-member 
observers. 

The focus this week will be to 
identify problem areas in the 
current agreement and discuss 
procedure. Some proposals for 
correcting those flaws in a new 
agreement are expected to be 
tabled and examined, but no 
papers have circulated among 
members yet because many 
countries are still formulating 
their positions. 

At a May ICO council meet- 
ing, largest producer, Brazil, said 
it favoured extension of the 
current coffee agreement and did 
not want any changes that would 
threaten its market share. 
Colombia, the second largest 
exporter", also favours extension. 

Other smaller producers 
would go along with extending 


the accord, but some, including 
some growers of “other mild” 
coffees, want export quota dis- 
tribution changed to give them a 
larger share of the world market, 
producer delegates said. 

Major consumer members 
have along been dissatisfied with 
the current ICA and vehemently 


oppose extension. 

The United States, the largest 
consumer, and the European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
have said they favour renegotiat- 
ing the coffee agreement because 
the current pact has neither ful- 
filled consumer and industry 
interests nor met its stated objec- 
tives. 

Consumers say their main 
problems with the agreement 
indude its _ Inability to ; crack 
down oii discounted coffee sales 
to non-members, the method of 
allocating export quotas, limited 
availability of certain coffeesdue 
to poor quota distribution, and 
an outdated ICO indicator price. 

Delegates 

After meeting last week, EEC 
consumer delegates are expected 
to present a critical analysis of 
the pact and a range of possible 
improvements or options.

ADB board of governors 
to discuss ’87 operations 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast, May 
30, ( AP): The board of governors 
of the African Development 
Bank (ADB) will meet this week 
to discuss the bank’s 1987 opera- 
tions, which included a record 
$2. 1 billion in loans for economic 
development around the contin- 
ent. 

US Treasury Secretary James 
Baker will head the US delega- 
tion to the meeting, Lhe Treasury 
Department announced last 
Thursday. Bank officials said 
Baker was expected to give a 
■ speech on Third World debt. 

The ADB loans in 1987. co- 
financed with the development 
financing institutions/ the 
African Development Fund and 
the Nigeria Tnist Fund, concen- 
trated on agricultural develop- 
ment. Loans were also approved 
for industrial, public service, 
education, health and transport 
development. 

“The (ADB) group creatively 
fine-tuned and implemented far- 
reaching growth measures at a 
most challenging period in the 
history of the continent,” said 
the bank’s report on its 1987 
activities. 

Bank officials, who declined to 
be further identified, said the dis- 
cussions would also touch on 
important economic problems 
such as the African debt and food 
shortages. An agenda for the 
talks will not be adopted until the 


meeting opens. The officials said, 
however, they did not expect sig- 
nificant announcements to be 
made on African economic 
policy. 

The report said 1987 was one 
of the bank's most successful 
since it began operations in 1 966 
to provide credits for economic 
and social development in 
African countries. The report 
arid its co-financing operations 
in cooperation with other inter- 
national development organisa- 
tions for projects in 14 countries 
totalled 52. 1 billion. 

Loans 

The bank's approved loans in 
1986 totalled SI. 6 billion and 


averaged about $40 million 
annually in the early 1970s. 


Almost half the 1987 total, 
$916 million, was spent in 
agricultural development, 
including reforestation and 
efforts to combat soil erosion. In 
its annual report on the African 
economic situation, released in 
April, the bank identified the 
environment as the biggest threat 
to ibe continent’s economic 
development. 

The bank and its co-creditors 
approved $627 million for indus- 
trial development, and $272 
million for transport Loans for 
development of public utilities 
totalled $182 million, and $141 
million for education and health 
the report said.

high. 

Increase 

The Fed confounded rumours 
of a discount rate increase before 
the long US Memorial Day 
weekend. But many dealers think 
a modest tighteningof US money 
supply since early April will not 
dampen buoyant domestic 
demand and rising inflation. 

Gold was being quoted in 
Europe around $452.75 an 
ounce, steady around the lower 
levels to which it slipped last 


week. 

In stock markets, Tokyo sur-

Al Wattari discusses oil strategy with Indian team 




THE acting secretary-general of 
the Organisation of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
Abdelaziz Al Wattan. received at 
the headquarters of the General , 
Secretarial yesterday a delega- 
tion from the Indian Defence 
College, headed by Air Marshall 
B. K. Puri. 

The visit was arranged by 
Kuwait Ministry of Defence in 
collaboration with Indian 
embassy in accordance with the 
delegation's desire to become 
acquainted with Lbe Oapec and 
discuss the current situation in 
the oil industry. The delegation 
was accompanied by the Indian 
ambassador to Kuwait, N. N. 
Jha. 

Al Wattari reviewed the 
radical changes that have 
occurred in the structure of the 
oil industry since 1973, referring 
to the roles played by inter- 
national oil companies, national 
companies, governments, -and 
international institutions such as 
Opec, the EEC, and the Inter- 
national Energy Agency. 

He indicated that develop- 
ments in world markets and the 


emergence of spot and futures 
prices for crude and products 
have changed the mechanism for 
trading oil on world markets, 
and the emergence of spot and 
futures prices for crude and 
products have changed the 
mechanism for trading oil on 
world markets, and oil is now 
traded as a commodity on world 
stock markets in volumes far in 
excess of actual production. 

Impact 

Al Wattari mentioned some 
figures to indicate the impact of 
increased oil prices on demand 
for various energy sources, 
which was not fully felt in the 
years immediately following 
1973 owing to the lack of market 
flexibility at that time. The share 
of oil in world energy consump- 
tion fell from 52 per cent in 1983 
to 45-46 per cent m 1987. 

The efficiency of energy use 
improved in the same period and 
the industrial countries managed ■ 
to save 20 per cent of the energy 
they had needed to produce the 
same quantity of goods in 1973. 
The saving worldwide was 1 5 per 
cent. 


The acting secretary-general 
referred to Opec’s ability to 
influence markets, since its 
current production stands at 
about 17 million barrels per day, 
compared with more than 38 
million bpd- from non-Opec. 
countries. The unused proauc- 
tion capacity ofOpec countries' is 
estimated at about- 10 million 
bpd, which exerts a downward 
pressure on prices, because most 
Opec countries are .poor and 
depend heavily on oil exports to 
finance their development. 

He stressed the need for coor- 
dination between Opec and non- 
Opec producers, since the nature 
of the oil industry requires enor- 
mous investments that take a 
Ion g time to reach the prod uction 
stage. Such vast investments 
make market stability 
imperative. 

Al Wattari compared the 
nature of the function carried out 
by Opec and Oapec. The in teres ts 
of the latter were concentrated 
on supporting the petroleum 
industry of its member countries. 

Oapec joint-ventures play an 
important role in this respect 


There was nothing in the Oapec 
agreement that would prohibit 
the coordination among its 
members with respect of pricing 
and production policies. It was a 
matter of choice that this aspect 
was left to Opec. 

In the long run, however, the 
oil reserves of the non-Arab 
members of the Opec are expec- 
ted to decline, increasing the res- 
ponsibility of the Arab countries 
as core producers to supply oil 
for export, a fact that might 
create a future rote for Oapec in 
this respect 

In answering questions, Al 
Wattari referred to the Arab 
refining industry's present 
.capacity as 5 mbd compared with 
an estimated demand of 7 mbd in 
the year 2000. Fears that' the 
Arab refining industry would 
inundate world markets were 
baseless. 

He confirmed that the price of 
SI 8 per barrel was equally 
appropriate for producers and 
consumers,, and would attract 
the necessary capital to develop 
new sources of oil, as well as 
being defendable.

KABUL. May 30, (Reuter): 
“Before the revolution we were 
very weak economically. Since 
then all branches -s- agriculture, 
industry and so on — have suf- 
fered.” 

These bleak words from 
Mohammad Khan Jalalar, 
Afghanistan's long-serving 
Commerce Minister, sum up Lhe 
plight of an underdeveloped 
country devastated by 10 years of 
warfare. 

Even the minister cast doubt 
on the optimistic figures pul out 
by his government, which 
showed 2^2 per cent growth in 
Gross Domestic Product in the 
year ended March 17, 1988. 

Sale 

“We arc noi very sure ... it is 
difficult to say even if it (GDP) 
went up or down.” he said. 

Official figures put Afghan 
GDP last year at 1 58.5 billion 
afghanis (52.9 billion at the 
official rate) of which agriculture 
accounted for 89.4 billion afgh- 
anis (SI. 62 billion) and mines 
and energy — mostly natural gas 
piped to the Soviet Union — 37.4 


billion afghanis (S680 million). 

Despite 10 years of Soviet- 
style government, around two- 
ihirds of domestic Lrade is siQl in 
the private sector, and Kabul 
stores are laden with consumer 
goods. 

Kabuli traders are fond of say- 
ing everything is on sale in the 
city — the only problem is find- 
j ng people who can afford to buy. 

The situation is the same in the 
countryside where agriculture, 
the mainstay of 80 per cent of the 
population, has been shattered 
bv Lhe war. 

" “The people’s economic base 
has been completely destroyed,” 
said Juliet Vergos of the Pakis- 
tan-based Afghan aid organisa- 
tion. “Where you have food in 
the country, frequently you do 
not have the money to buy it.” 

Jalalar said exports of cotton 
seeds, almost all to the Soviet 
Union, had fallen to 30,000 ton- 
nes Iasi year from 150,000 tonnes . 
before the war. 

Exports of Karakul lamb 
pelts, another important hard 
currency earner, totalled 400,000 


last year — one third of the pre- 
war figure. 

Fresh and dried fruits, the 
main export earners after natural 
gas were less badly affected but 
were still down by 10 to 15 per 
cent. 

Even the vital natural gas, 
almost all of which is piped to 
Soviet Central Asia, is failing 
Afghanistan in its hour of need. 

Pressure 

In the past two years falling 
pressure at the wells has cut 
exports by 20 to 25 per cent below 
their 1983 level of 2.6 billion 
cubic metres. 

But Jalalar denied that the 
Soviet Union was exploiting its 
monopoly of Afghan gas pur- 
chases. . 

The price first fixed in 1967 
had increased more Lhan 20-fold, 
he said, and was how one of the 
highest in the world — an effec- 
tive subsidy to Afghanistan, He 
declined to be more specific. 

The government admits 
chronic shortages of power, raw 
■materials, chemicals, spares and 
skilled manpower, due mainly to 


the war. 

But agriculture remains the 
key to Afghanistan's recovery. In 
1978, before the war began, it 
had just reached self-sufficiency 
in wheat, the major staple. 

Grain production last year 
officially rose 1 .4 per cent to 4.47 
million tonnes, including 2.8 
million tonnes of wheat, but 
these figures are deeply suspect. 

“There is no way to measure 
how much wheat is cultivated 
now," said Jalalar. “In the north 
we have non-irrigated cultiva- 
tion and the losses are not very 
heavy. But elsewhere, where 
irrigation is needed for wheat 
anocotton, we do not know how 
much is produced today.” 

Flight 

The flight of more than five 
million Afghans into Pakistan 
and Iran and the destruction of 
the age-old irrigation systems by 
the war have devastated Afghan 
agriculture. The Soviet Union is 
now estimated Lo besupplying40 
per cent of the country’s food 
needs.- 

The only consolation, in the 


words of a Western diplomat 
here, is that Afghan agriculture 
was never highly developed and 
“a subsistence economy is the 
easiest to restore.” 

When the war ends, said 
Jalalar, “we must spend three or 
four years on agricidture and re- 
settlement. Only then can we 
tumtotheresL” 

Aid 

The country is seeking $400 
million in immediate aid for 
rehabilitating the returning 
refugees. After that the road to a 
viable economy looks along one. 

In the longer-term, Afghanis- 
tan wants to develop its natural 
resources of oil, gas and copper, 
encourage small scale factories 
and revive the service and tour- 
ism industries. 

Exploiting its iron ore reserves 
in natural gas-powered foun- 
dries remains a distant dream. 

The Soviet Union, which 
accounts for 55 to 60 per cent of 
Afghanistan's foreign trade and 
80 per cent of its foreign aid, is 
bound to remain by far its largest 
partner. 


Metal workers urge link between 
trade and workers’ rights 


GENEVA, *May 30. ( AP): The 
International Metalworkers' 
Federation, which groups 
unions in 70 countries, urged 
today that full access to world 
trade bemadecondiliona! on res- 
pect for basic workers' rights. 

It called for such an enforcable 
link in a “social clause” in the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, GATT, and in 
national and regional legislation. 

A 51 -page report says repres- 
sion of labour rights and con- 
sequent low wages is keeping 
down domestic demand, 
specifically in the so-called newly 
industrialised countries such as 
Taiwan, South Korea, while 
providing these countries with 
trading advantages. 

Low 

The report suggests that low 
wages based on such suppression 
of basic rights “constitute an 
unfair trading advantage which 
GATT could investigate and, if 


necessary, lake action against” 
just as GATT, the principal body 
responsible for regulating inter- 
national trade, is to intervene 
against other unfair practices. 

Herman Rebhan. general 
secretary of the federation, said 
in a preface that the proposal was 
not meant to deprive developing 
countries "of the advantage they 
may enjoy through wages lower 
than the highest paid in the 
industrialised world.” 

Conditions 

“Bui it does mean that the con- 
ditions necessary to improve 
wages and conditions, i.e. the 
existence of unions able to func- 
tion freely, should be permitted." 
he added. 

ThereportsaysaGATT social 
clause “if effectively applied, 
would in due course contribute 
to lifting of bans and interference 
in trade union rights.” 

It said the proposals are also 


aimed at the multinational com- 
panies which "between them 
control two-thirds of lhe world 
trade” but which, it alleged, 
failed lo introduce in Third 
World countries the same condi- 
tions their employees enjoy in 
their home countries. 

Link 

"An enforceable link between 
trade and workers' rights might 
force multinationals to export 
more lhan their capital, some of 
their technology and managers 
from Europe. North America 
and J ipan." the report said. "It 
might oblige them to export the 
democratic rights ” 

The Geneva- based federation 
coordinates the international 
activities of 165 unions world- 
wide, claiming 14 million mem- 
bers in eight major industries 
including aerospace, 

automobile, electronics, engin- 
eering. shipbuilding, steel, metal 
and electrical industries. 


Brazil desperately needs new funds 


SAO PAULO, Brazil, (CSM): 
Brazil is sending a new but mixed 
message lo foreign investors on 
just how welcome they are here. 
Some new laws seek to restrict 
foreign business, while others try 
to increase opportunities. 

A year ago, as a recession 
began to affect many businesses. 
Congress began writing a new 
constitution. Since then, many 
companies, both Brazilian and 
foreign, have been holding back 
on new investment, waiting to see 
what happens. 

Funds 

Since the 1950s, Brazil has lar- 
gely protected its industry from 
foreign competition, to develop 
the economy. After three 
decades. Brazil now manufac- 
tures most of its industrial and 
consumer goods, and the econ- 
omy, measured by gross national 
product ranks eighth among 
capitalist countries. 

Brazil desperately needs new 
funds to finance the growth 
required to pay its $1 1 1 billion 
foreign debt, and many top 
government officials and busi- 
ness leaders agree the time has 
come for Brazil to open up to 
foreign trade and investment 
But many powerful Brazilians 
have vested interests in the old, 
protective system. 

Last week. Brazil's Congress 


began voting on new con- 
stitutional restrictions on foreign 
investment. The most radical of 
the new articles would national- 
ise mining over a five-year 
period. The article may be 
deleted during a final congres- 
sional vote on the constitution, 
but legal and political analysts 
say this isn't likely to happen. 

The vote to nationalise won by 
a huge margin, surprising many 
leading politicians and business- 
men. It was the result of an 
alliance representing the 
interests of Brazilian mining and 
construction companies. 

Foreign mining interests, 
which include American. 
European, Australian, and 
South African companies, were 
unhappy about the vote, alth- 
ough they can retain minority 
holdings in mining. 

Provision 

Many businessmen said that if 
the new provision takes effect, it 
will hurt Brazilian mineral 
production, much of which earns 
export revenues and helps to pay 
the foreign debt. They explain 
that few local companies have 
the money to buy out the foreign 
majority share-holdings and pay 
for new prospecting. 

“It will cut back the country's 
mineral development. ... It will 
slow down the pace of invest- 


ment.'' said Jose Roberto Opice, 
a lawyer who represents many 
foreign businesses in Brazil. 

The same alliance also voted to 
prohibit the government from 
granting new petroleum explora- 
tion contracts to foreign com- 
panies. But a move to nationalise 
all petroleum distribution, writ- 
ten into the previous draft of the 
new constitution, failed because 
of effective lobbying by the dis- 
tributors. including Exxon, 
Arco. Shell, and Texaco. 

Obstacles 

But there have been some 
positive developments for 
foreign investment, too. 

Government officials are now 
working to remove longtime 
bureaucratic obstacles to 
imports and exports. Finance 
Minister Mailson da Nobrega 
said last month Brazil must 
increase imports of capital goods 
a nd raw ma terials so as to gear up 
lor economic growth. 

Policy 

The government has also 
moved to loosen restrictions on 
foreign computer companies, 
which haw called for a more 
workable and transparent policy 
to reduce the government's dis- 
cretionary power in deciding 
what may be imported or man- 
ufactured.

SENNA FINISHES IN SECOND PLACE 


Prost wins Mexican GP to extend lead 


MEXICO CITY. May 30. 
(Reuter): Alain Prost of France 
extended his lead at the top of the 
World Drivers’ Championship 
to a commanding 1 5 points when 
he cruised to his 3 1st Grand Prix 
victory in Mexico yesterday. 

Prost. driving a McLaren, led 
throughout ana set a lap record 
in the process as he led Brazilian 
team-mate Ayrton Senna home 
in flawless style to win by 7.1 
seconds. 

Senna, starting from pole posi- 
tion for the fourth time in four 
races this season, was unable to 
challenge Prost for the lead and 
had settled for second place long 
before the finish. 

Ahead 

It was Prost's third win of the 
season. Senna won the other 
race. 

Ferrari pair Gerhard Berger of 
Austria and Italian Michele 
Alboreto finished third and 
fourth ahead of Arrows duo 
Derek Warwick of Britain and 
American Eddie Cheever, fifth 
and sixUi respectively. 

Italian Alessandro N arm ini, 
driving a Benetiou, was the lead- 
ing finisher among the cars 
powered by normally aspirated 
engines. He came seventh, ahead 
of team-mate Thierry Boutsen of 
Belgium. 

World champion Nelson 
Piquet of Brazil retired after 60 of 
the 67-lap race when his engine 


failed while he was holding 
fourth position. 

The race distance was reduced 
by one lap when Nannini's Ben- 
etton stalled on the grid for the 
initial start. 

Prost made a brilliant start and 
quickly built a clear advantage 
over Senna. The McLaren pair 
remained comfortably ahead of 
the Lotus's ofPiquet and Japan's 
Satoru Nakajima, who ran third 
and fourth during the opening 
laps before Nakajima was over- 
taken by the Ferraris. He finally 
retired after 27 laps with a blown 
engine. 

By this stage, the race had 
become a procession. The posi- 
tions of the leading six cars 
remained unchanged from the 
ninth lap when Berger took third 
place from Piquet until Nak- 
ajima 's retirement. And from 
that stage until Piquet fell by the 
wayside the competition 'was 
equally dull. 

One of the mosL exciting tus- 
sles was between the Arrows 
pair. They fought a dose battle 
before Warwick was able to 
clinch fifth place with a gutsy 
drive ahead of Cheever. 

Berger stormed through the 
middle section of the race and 
closed the gap on Senna for a 
long period. At one stage, he cut 
it to three seconds, but lyre wear 
prevented him from maintaining 
his charge and by the closing

stages he had drifted more than 
40 seconds away from the 
McLaren pair. 

Prost's quickest lap was his 
52nd when he docked one min- 
ute 1S.608 seconds to beat the 
record set last year by Piquet. 


Briton Nigel Mansell, winner 
last year, failed to finish. He 
retired after 19 laps with elec- 
trical problems. It was the fourth 
time in four outings that the 
Williams driver had hot com- 
pleted a race. 


Frenchman Philippe Alliot, 
who crashed at 240 kph during 
Saturday's final practice, was on 
the grid for the start in a rebuilt 
car, but he also became an early 
casualty on the demanding 
altitude circuit. 


Prost said he was worried by 
tyre wear in fbe opening stages of 
the race. “But a lot of rubber was 
laid on the track surface in the 
second part arid my worries went 
away.” 

Senna was also concerned 
about his tyres. “1 had wanted to 
lead from the first lap but when I 
was trying to make up space, I 
lost rubber on the tyres and had 
to slow down. 

“There was nothing I could do 
to stop Gerhard hauling up on 
me and I even thought of stop- 
ping for new tyres. But things 
were not too bad in the closing 
stages so I stayed out.” 

As expected, the race was 
dominated by the turbocharged 
brigade which lose less power at 
altitude than the normally 
aspirated cars.

Fittipaldi’s successful protest earns him 2n d place 

Mears scores 3rd Indy-500 victory 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 30, 
(Reuter): American Rick Mears 
took the lead on lap 1 23 and held 
on to win his Third Indianapolis 
500-mile (804.65 km) race yester- 
day. 

Mears fell a lap behind in the 
early going, but after a change of 
tyres, wheels and wing attitudes, 
grabbed the lead of the 200-lap 
race from teammate Danny 
Sullivan and never looked back. 
Mears handed car owner Roger 
Penske his seventh victory in 20 
years of Indianapolis 500 com- 
petition. 

Penalised 

Two-time world Formula One 
driving champion, Emerson Fit- 
tipaldi crossed the finish line 

_ second,. but twpjaps beforethc 

’ finish it was announced that the. 
Brazilian had beenpriaalteediwo- ~ 
laps for passing another car on •' 
lap 170 while a yellow flag was 
out at the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway. 

Three hours after the race 
ended however, chief steward 
Tom Benford reviewed tapes of 
the race, rescinded the penalty 
and returned Fittipaldi to second 
place. 

Benford ruled that the 
Brazilian passed American Rich 
Vogler properly within the rules. 

“He waved me by,” Fittipaldi 
said, adding that be and Vogler 
discussed the incident afler the 
race and went to Benford to 
present the case. 

Mears’ teammate, four- time 
champion A1 Unser, Sr., driving 
on his 49th birthday, was drop- 
ped from second to third place 
and fellow-Araerican Michael 
Andretti was listed fourth. The 
results were not to become 
official until today. 

The 36-year-old Mears, who

started from the pole position, 
averaged 144.809 (233 kph/. He 
won the pole after set ling one-lap 
and four-lap records on the 2.5- 
milc (4.0 kmj track of 220.453 
mph (354.775 kph) and 219.198 
(352.755 kph). 

The race finished under a cau- 


tion flag afler Michael Andretti 
lost a wing on the straight two 
laps from tne finish. 

But there was never any doubt 
that Mears. who won also this 
race in 1979 and 1982, would win 
with or without the yellow flag. 

Unser. Michael Andretti and 


1986 champion Bobby Rahal, 
the fifth place finisher, all were 
credited with 199 laps, while 
Scotsman Jim Crawford was 
placed sixth with 198 laps. 

Originally, Crawford was 
shown as finishing second, but a 
late scoring revision dropped 
him to fifth and Fittipaldi’s suc- 
cessful protest dropped the Scot- 
sman another place to sixth. 

Brazilian Raul Boesel, 
Americans Phil Krueger and 
Dick Simon and Arie Luyendyk 
of the Netherlands finished 
seventh through 10th unof- 
ficially. 

Mears was one of only four 
drivers to hold the lead in thexace 
that listed three hours 27 minutes 
10.2 seconds. Mears' teammate 
. Sullivan ledifor 91 lap$, Mea*§ 
held the ISad for 89 .laps," while 
Unser was ahead for 12 and 
Crawford eight. 

“There’S no question he’ll 
have a seat on our team for a 
long, long time," Penske said of 
Mears. 

“I don’t think this will be the 
last time you'll see him in the 
winner’s circle,” Penske added. 

The race started with an 
accident on the second turn of the 
first lap when Scott Brayton 
spun and carried Colombian 
Roberto Guerrero into the walL 
Tony. Beltenhausen got caught 
up in the accident too.

I am still learning the game, says Hick 


V. 


WORCESTER, England, May 
30, (Reuter): Graeme Hick reac- 
ted to becoming only the eighth 
cricketer to score 1 .000 first-class 
runs before the end of May by 
announcing: “1 still have a lot to 
learn." 

He needed to make an 
improbable 153 to reach his tar- 
get for Worcestershire on a pitch 
of uneven bounce and in his first 
ever exposure to the fearsome 
West Indies pace attack. But 
Hick was equal to the task on 
Saturday and batted all day for 
17Z. 

Achieved 

Since World War Two only 
Glenn Turner, with the 1973 
touring New Zealanders, had 
achieved the feat. Only W.G. 
Grace and Don Bradman needed 
fewer innings than Hick's 1 1. 

Does the fact that Hick is from 
Zimbabwe and ineligible to play 
for his adopted England until 
1991 leave him frustrated? “I 
really need those two years 
because I am still learning the 
game ,” be replied. 

If Hick bats again in the three- 
day match ending today, another 
56 runs would give him the high- 
est ever total before the end of 
May, beating Englishman Tom 
Hayward’s 1,074 in 1900. 

‘‘Oddly enough. 1 felt none of 
the pressure in this innings that I 
experienced in the last two games 
when I had four failures, but 1 felt 
agonisingly tense during the final 
30 runs or so to 153,” he told 
/ -Reuters.

‘ Botham to be as good as West 
Indies captain Viv Richards at 
the same age. Hick scored his 
first century when only six, hit- 
ting 24 fours in 105 not out in a

In 1983, he became the youn- 
gest player included in a squad 
for the World Cup, although 
Zimbabwe did not play him. 
Three years later, aged 20, he 
became the youngest player to 
score 2,000 runs in an English 


season. 

But most astonishing of all was 
his 405 not out against Somerset 
three weeks ago which followed a 
2 1 2 in the firstcounty game of the 
season and took his tally to a 
staggering 8 1 5 first-class runs bv 
May 6. 


It was the only first-class 400 
this century in England, coming 
93 years after Archie 
MacLaren's record 424 in 1895, 
also made against Somerset at 
Taunton. 

Hick's next four innings 
brought only 32. destroying ms 
chance of reaching 1.000 runs by 
May 27, the earliest date for the 
feat, set by Australian Donald 
Bradman in 1 930 when only 21. 

When Hick made his debut for 
Worcestershire at the very end of 
the 1 984 season against Surrey at 
the Oval, incredibly he bailed 
ninth with Worcester's second 
innings standing at a precarious 
194 for seven. He gave notice of 
his arrival with an undefeated 82 
out of a 133-partnership with 
skipper Phil Neale. 

Hick's awesome flair with the 
bat is complemented by some 
more than useful ofT-spin, which 
has yielded more than 50 first- 
class wickets with a career best 
four for 31 against Lancashire 
Iasi year. 

In addition. Hick's lightning 
reflexes have enabled him not 
just to pick up the line of the ball 
earlier than most batsmen, but 
also to become a brilliant slip 
fielder. 

Apart from his eye for the ball. 
Hick's success as a batsman lies 
in a tempering or strength with 
athleticism, diligent training, 
devastating front foot driving 
and an ability to punish merciles- 
sly any ddiveryjust off-line. 

HicVs technique against 
short-pitched bowling is con- 
sidered among the best in the 
country and his hook-shots are 
unrivalled, invariably hit low 
and mostly in front of square. 

Ominously for bowlers. Hick 


feels his batting can improve. 
“There are quite a few areas that 
I'm going to be working on. 
That's possibly why I’m enjoying 
my cricket so much at the 
moment. I know I can definitely 
improve as a player over the next 
two to three years," he said. 

Hick's impact has led to 
appeals for the English Test and 
County Cricket Board (TCCB) 
to bend qualification rules and 
allow the Zimbabwean on to the 
top class international stage to 
play for England. 

But TCCB chairman Raman 
Subba Row has remained 
unmoved, and Hick accepts the 
decision, certain he can maintain 
his hunger for the game until he 
qualifies. 

"Now arid again I feel I could 
do with two or three days* rest, 
but you learn to keep going and I 
suppose being young helps a lot 
a nd being new iri the game means 
you still have a lot of interest in 
it.” 

Enjoyed 

This winter he will play in New 
Zealand as he did last year. 

Hick singles out his 212 
against Lancashire in April as his 
best innings in England. "The 
ball was turning a lotand we were 
struggling at the time. Obviously 
I really enjoyed my 400 at Taun- 
ton and it san innings i'll be able . 
to look back on with pleasure 
when I*m 50 or 60, but it wasn’t 
my best.” . . 

Another favounie innings 
came against more lowly opposi - . 
tioo. When Ireland toured Zim- 
babwe in 1985-86, they claimed 
they were not meeting good 
enough- opposition. Hick was 
calleoTn from coaching duties 
and promptly scored 309.

Slaney aims for fast times at Games 


SAN JOSE, Calif.. May 30. 
(Reuter): She's healthy and the 
world should beware. 

Mary Decker Slaney, whose 
illustrious career had ground to a 
halt because of injuries, left no 
doubt on Saturday after com- 
pleting — and winning — her 
first 3,000 metres race in three 
years, that she is on her way back 
to the top. 

“If things go according to 
schedule. I should run at least 
8:25 or faster al the Olympics,” 
said the US distance star, who 
was running her second race of 
the year after being away from 
the track for almost two years for 
the birth of her daughter and a 
series of leg injuries. 

Only one woman has ever run 
faster than eight minutes, 25 
seconds — world record holder 
Tatyana Kazankina of the Soviet 
Union, who completed the dis- 
tance in a startling 8:22.62 in 
1984. 


But Slaney. who recorded his- 
tory's second best time of 8:25.83 
in her last race at 3.000 metres in 
1985. figures things will change, 
perhaps before the gold medal is 
handed out at the Seoul Olym- 
pics. 

Competition 

“I don’t think I've reached my 
potential athletically.” said the 
1973 world champion at 1.500 
and 3,000 metres after winning 
the 3.000 at the San Jose Grand 
Prix event in 8:49.43 despite no 
real competition and very windy 
conditions. 

“If I can stay healthy not only 
for this year, but for two or three 
consecutive years, my times can 
improve greatly. 

“I know I can be beter than 
before,” said the confident for- 
mer world champion. 

“I haven’t fell this good in 
years,” said the 29-year-old of 
her physical conditioning. 


Slaney said two-year-old 
daughter Ashley has given her an 
outlet from the track for the first 
time in her career. 

“Before I was too serious. I 
couldn't relax,” said Slaney. who 
is married to British discus thr- 
ower Richand Slaney. “Now I 
fed more relaxed.” 

But as Slaney prepares for the 
US Olympic trials with a 10.000- 
metre road race in New York on 
June 4 and two more track races 
— eiLher 800 or 1.500 metres in 
San Diego on June 25 and a mile 
in her hometown of Eugene, 
Oregon, on July 2, she is begin- 
ning tc> feel the tension again. 

“I can't wait for the good stuff 
to start.” she said. 

Recollections of the entan- 
glement with Zola Budd in the 
3,000 metres at the 1984 Los 
Angeles Olympics that led to 
Slaney's fall are not discussed 
very often these days. But what 
events she will run in Seoul is still

Woosnam wins PGA tourney 


WENTWORTH, England. May 
30, ( Reuter): Britain's lan Woos- 
nam returned to his all-conquer- 
ing 1987 form by capturing the 
British PGA Golf championship 
by two shots with a closing five- 
under-par 67 today.

Now I'm looking 
forward to the US Open next 
month." 

Ballesteros, the overnight 
leader by one shot from five 
players, needed an eagle three at 
the last hole to force a playoff, 
but missed the green with his 
second shot and could manage 
only a par five. 

His final round of 70 left him 


tied for second place with 
Britain's Mark James, who 
closed with a 68. 

Woosnam’s total of 274 was 1 4 
under par. Ballesteros and James 
finished 12 under par. They each 
won £26.025(548.150). 

Further 

Mark McNulty of Zimbabwe 
and Roger Chapman of Britain 
shared fourth place a further two 
shots behind. McNulty had a 71 
and Chapman a 66 in the final 
round. 

Bernhard LangerofWest Ger- 
many. the defending champion 
and leader for the first two 
rounds, finished with a 73 for a 
total of 280.
